DEMOCRATS ARE ASKED 
TO FIX DATE FOR VOTE 


But They Refuse To Make an Agree- 
' ment—Supporters of Measure 
in Desperate Straits—Till- 
man Has Some Fun 
with Hale.

Washington, February 8.—(Special.)— 
Senator Aldrich, who is doing the legisla- 
tive manipulation for the ship subsidy 
bill, has called off the evening sessions 
for the present and has submitted to the 
opponents of the measure a proposition 
that a day be set some time next week 
for a yote upon it. This.is regarded by 
those opposing the bill as a distinct ac- 
knowledgment of weakness, and that, in- 
deed, it seems to be. 

The fact is the friends of the bill have 
come to a realization of the fact that 
these night sessions, at which no progress 
whatever was made in the subsidy bill 
discussion proper, but which furnished 
the democrats with the opportunity for 
emphasizing to the country the attitude 
of the republican party with regard to 
this measure, and to other legislation 
they will not enact, have served to injure 
rather than to help the cause they are 
championing. After a conference this 
morning, Senator Aldrich and his col- 
leagues decided it would be best to let 
up on these night sessions, at least for 
the present. 

In Desperate Straits. 

They declare that this is simply 4 
temporary move, and that they are as 
full of fight as ever, but they recognize 
they are in desperate straits. They hint 
very mysteriously at some sort of a 
compromise which will bring about a vote 
on the subsidy bill, but the democratic 
senators who have taken the lead in the 
fight against it say that they can con- 
ceive of no propesition which would bring 
-|about that result. They talk more confi- 
dently of defeating the bill today than 
they have any day yet, and their confi- 
dence seems to carry with it a feeling in 
the certainty of success. 

When the effort was made to secure an 
g@greement upon a time for a final vote 
upon the shipping bill, vigorous protests 
were made by opponents of the measure 
against any such agreement, even for a 
date in the indefinite future. 

Mr. Pritchard, of North Carou.ina, spoke 
in support of the shipping bill, and then 
the naval appropriation bill was consid- 
ered the rest of the day, the shipping bill 
being laid aside informally. The naval 


bil] had not been acted on when the sen- | 


ate adjourned. 

Mr. Pettigrew offered a resolution call- 
ing upon the secretary of war for a copy 
of General MacArthur’s report as to the 
conditions in the Philippines and for 
other papers relating to the Philippines, 
and it was adopted. 

Tillman Has Fun with Hale. 

Consideration of the shipping bill was 
resumed. Mr. Frye then made an appeal 
to the senate that a time be fixed for a 
vote upon the pending measure. 


Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, said he did not | 


think that, at this time, any agreement 
could be made for a vote. 

Mr. Hale, of Maine, thought the senate 
would be indulgent with senators who 
desired to prepare speeches on the meas- 
ure. : 

Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, ex- 
pressed his admiiration for the ““wisdom 
and diplomacy always exhibited by the 
senator from Maine,’”’ Mr. Hale. And 
for the “placid way in which he has at- 
tempted to smooth the troubled waters 
here.”” He inquired, however, how sen- 
ators could prepare speeches when they 
were now under full head of steam from 
7 o’clock in the morning until 11 o'clock 


at night. 
' Mr. Tillman said he had no great objec- 
tions to a vote upon the bill, provided 
he could be absolved from any responsi- 
‘bility for permitting the passage of the 
measure, because, in his opinion, the more 
rope the republicans were given in draw- 
ing money from fhe treasury, the sooner 
would they hang themselves. 

Mr. Chandler, of New Hampshire, 
thought the solution of the pending ques- 
tion was to be found in an extra gession 


of congress. 

Mr. Money, of Mississippi, declared his 
willingness to accept the responsibility 
for an extra session called to pass appro- 
priation bills, which might fail by rea- 
son of the debate upon the shipping bill. 
“The extra session will be your affair,” 
said he, “not ours. We can go fishing.” 

Pritchard Favors Subsidies. 

Mr. Pritchard, of North Carolina, 
spoke in support S$ the measure, deal- 
ing particularly ith it in connection 
with the advancement of southern in- 
dustries and southern agriculture. It 
was, in his opinion, the most vital meas- 
ure presented to congress in recent years. 
as it proposed to build up an industry not 
only valuable in itself, but specially val- 
uable in advancing the interests of the 
entire country. He produced facts and 
figures to prove that the south was par- 
‘ticularly interested in the enactment of 
the pending measure. 

The naval bill was taken up and read 
in full. All but two of the committee 
amendments were agreed to. 

A committee amendment was agreed to 
providing that the promotion of officers 
of the navy and marine corps made on 

unt of war services shall not inter- 
fere with the regular promotion of of- 


cers. 

The first amendment of the committee, 
which was reserved, related to the issuing 
of commissions to naval cadets and in- 
volved the length of the course of study 
at the naval academy. The house pro- 
vision, which the senate committee had 
stricken out, was that the cadets who had 
completed the four years course at the 
academy should be commissioned at once. 
‘ Mr. Hale explained that the house provi- 
sion would have created a “hump” in the 
list, stopping the promotion of the youpg- 
er officers. 

Mr. Caffery, of Louisiana; Mr. McEnery, 
of Louisiana; Mr. Butler, of North Caro- 
lina, and Mr. Foraker, of Qhio, supported 
the house provision. 

‘Mr. Tiliman supvortea the senate 
amendment. He complained that too 
many of the naval officers now ‘were 
holding down soft berths ashore, frolick- 
ing and dancing, instead of doing duty

ALLOWED ONLY $200,000 YEAR 


Income To Be Pail in Monthly In- 
jstalments—Debts Must Be 
Paid. 


New York, February &§.—Judge Lacombe, 
in the United States circuit court today 
appointed George J. Gould and Heien M. 
Gould receivers of all Income of th? 
Countess de Castellane in excess of $™,- 
000 per year. This action was taken in a 
suit brought by Eugene Fischoff, an 
Austrian creditor, against the Countess de 
Castellane and against George J. Gould, 
Edwin Gould, Howard Gould and Helen 
M. Gould, as executors and trustees un- 
der the will of Jay Gould. This suit is 
for the benefit of all creditors. 


Judge Lacombe entered an order which 
prov.des: 

1. The executors and trustees are at- 
thorized to pay the countess for the sup- 
port of herseif and children a sum not to 
exceed $200,000 per vear, in equal monthly 
installments. They are restrained from 
paying out any part of the trust funds or 
any of the income therefrom except as 
aforesaid, to eny one, for any purpose, 
without the further permission and orde> 
of the court. 

2. George J. Gould and Helen M. Gould 
are appointed receivers of the surplus 
trust income of the countess derived from 
the trust fund held by the trustees. They 
are directed to apply her surplus trust 
income toward payment of the just and 
valid debts of the countess as may be 
ordered by the court. All creditors of the 
countess are enjoined from ‘bringing any 
other suit in law or in equity against the 
countess ani against the executors and 
trustees, for collection out of this trust 
fund. 

8. The executors and _ trustees are 
directed to turn over to the receivers all 
the surplus trust income belonging to 
the countess. The provisions of the order 
are made subject to the priority of the 
pending Dittmar-Wertheimer suit. 


FLOOD OF PENSION MEASURES 


In One Day 184 Private Bills Get 
Through the House. 
Washington, February 8.—This was 
probably the last day to be devoted to 
private pension legislation by the house 
of representatives in this congress. High- 
water mark, made in the fifty-first con- 
gress, was almost reached today, when 184 
bills were passed against 197 passed at a 
single session in the former congress. In 
all, the house at this congress has passed 
about 900 bills, a ntwumber considerably 
exceeded in the fifty-firet. .A general 
pension bill was passed to restore to the 
pension rolls widows of soldiers of the 
rébellion who subsequently married and 
become widows or divorced. By the terms 
of the bill, however, its benefits are 
limited to widows of soldiers who were 
married before the close of the civil war 
and who are now dependent upon their 

own labor for support. 

A bill was passed to establish a light- 
house and fog signal at No. 1 Point, 
Chesapdake bav. 

The speaker laid before the house a 
letter from Acting Secretary of State 
Hill saying that the house resolution re- 
lating to Queen Victoria’s death had 
been laid before King Hdward and that 
by the king’s command Lord Lansdowne 
expresses the royal appreciation of the 
marks of respect shown by the house, 

At 5:40 p. m. the house adjourned. 


GREAT POWER FOR McKINLEY. 


Spooner Wants To G've Him Free 
Hand in the Philippines. 
Washington, February 8.—In the senate 
this afternoon Mr. Spooner offered the 
following amendment to the army appro- 

priation bill: 

“That all military and judicial powers 
necessary to govern the Philippine 
islands, acquired from Spain by the treat- 
les concluded at Paris December 10, 1898, 
and at Washington November 7, 1900, 


shall, until otherwise provided by con- 
gress, be vested in such person and per- 
sons, and shall be exercised in such a 
manner as the president of: the United 
States shall direct, for the establishment 
of civil government, and for maintain- 
ing and protecting the inhabitants of said 
islands in the free enjoyment of their Mb- 
erty, property and religion; provided that 
all franchises granted under the author- 
ity hereof shall contain a reservation of 
the right to alter, amend or repeal the 
same.’’ 


HOUSE DEFIFS 'THE SENATE. 


War Revenue Reduction Measure Is 
Bone of Contention. 
Washington, February 8.—The house 
ways and means committee today adopted 
the minority resolution for a disagreement 
in bulk to the senate amendments to the 
war revenue reduction bill and asking a 

conference with the senate. 

It was stated as explaining the votes of 
some of the republican members that dur- 
ing the conference yesterday the republi- 
cans were evenly divided on the question 
of a conference. Considerable feeling 
was displayed over today’s results. On 
the other hand the democratic members 


of the committee were highly elated: at 
the outcome. 

Some of the republican members of the 
committee openly expressed the opinion 
that the action taken. meant the ultimate 
acceptance of ‘the bill as the senate had 
changed it, increasing the reduction from 
about $30,000,000 to approximately $40,000,000, 


SHY AT WOOD, GRANT AND BELL 


Their Nominations Are Held Up by 
Senate Military Committee. 


Washington, February 8—The senate 
committee on military affairs tdday 
agreed to report favorably the nomina- 
tion of Major Gereral. Nelson A. Miles 
to be lieutenant ggmeral, and also the 
three nominations to the office of major 
general under the army reorganization 
bill. All the nominations to be brigadiers 
also were favorably acted upon except 
those of General Leonard Wood, General 
Frederick D. Gront and General J. 
Franklin Bell. These three were held 
up in order to permit further investiga- 
tion, the feeling being that these three 
had not seen sufficient service to warrant

LR. MUTTERED. 
WILCOX AT GEAR 


Hawaiian Delegate Resents the 
Charge Made by Opponent 


WROTE FILIPINO LETTERS 


But Wilcox Says He Wrote Them 
and Before He Understood the 
Purposes of the United 
States — Avows His 

Loyalty. 


Washington, Febtruary 8.—The charges 
against Delegate Wilcox, of Hawaii, were 
heard today by the house committee on 
elections No. 1. Mr. Wilcox was present, 
accompanied by Representative Robinson, 
of Indiana, who appeared as his friend 
and counsel. The specific answer of Mr. 
Wilcox to the charges contained in the 
letters submitted was presented. It states: 

“That he (Wilcox) is a native Hawaiian: 
that he shared with the native people, 
loyalty to the former Queen Lilioukalani 
during her reign, and was not in sympa- 
thy with the reigning power immediately 
succeeding her reign. 

‘That after the annexation of Hawali he 
did not understand fully the institutions 
or the feelings of the United States, but 
all doubts were dispelled when the con- 
gress gave to the people of Hawali a 
splendid system of organic laws. 

“That in common with the people he at 
all times. with genuine patriotism, sup- 
ported the United States and its institu- 
tions; and is now, and has been, a loyal 
Supporter of the constitution, laws ana 
government of the United States.”’ 


He Wrote the Letters. 

He admits that on January 31, 1899. and 
on March 8, 1899, he wrote the letters ap- 
peafing in the petition. That said letters 
were of a persona] and confidential na- 
ture, and se%t to one whom he supposed 


was a friend and who, he thought. would / 


not betray his confidence. He further 
says that said letters were written by him 
under an entire misconcegtion of the real 
attitude of the government of the United 
States toward the people of tha Hawaiian 
islands. 

“That wnder the laws of the United 
States. at a fair and free election, he was 
elected as a delegate from Hawaii and no 
seosen exists or has existed disqualifying 


Three additional letters written by Mr. 
Wlicox were submitted and he made the 
same answer to them. These letters were 
written in 1899 and oariticize the American 
course in the Philippines. 

George D. Gear, the prosecutor, then 
contended that the election of Wilcox was 
irregular and void, as the requirements of 
the United States were not complied with. 


“Eternally Damned Americins.’’ 


On cross-examination Mr. Gear said he 
had made speeches in Hawali favoring 
the election of a delegate, Mr. Parker, the 
opponent of Mr. Wilcox, and in these 
speeches he had not questioned the right 
of Hawaii to have a delegate. Mr. Gear 
stated that in Wilcox’s campaign gpeeches 
he had said he would restore Queen Liliuo- 
kalani. When the witness said Wilcox 
had “eternally damned the Americans,”’ 
the delegate muttered “liar,’’ but was 
mildly restrained by his counsel. After 
Mr. Gear had presented his evidence he 
made an extended argument arraigning 
the delegate. 

During the argument Mr, Mann inter- 
jected the statement that certain letters 
written by eminent public men came quite 
as near treason as those of Wilcox re- 
ferring to the Filipinos. 


wWU’S SNUB FOR GENERAL OTIS 


State Department Is Not Likely To 
Notice the Matter. 
Washington, February 8.—The action of 
Minister Wu in declining to attend the 
Society of the Genessee banquet in New 
York last night, owing to the fact that 
General Otis was the guest of honor, is 
not expected to be brought to the atten- 

tion to the state department. 

The opinion prevails in official circles 
that some one has been guilty of an error 
of judgment in this matter, but there is a 
division of opinion as to where the blame 
lies, with the writer of the. letter, or with 
the persons who gave it out for publica- 
tion. The minister stated today that he 
did not expect his letter to become pub- 
lic property. 

Otis Says It’s True. 

New York, February 8.—General Otis 
was asked today what he thought about 
the letter of the Chinese minister, Wu 
Ting Fang, declining to attend the dinner 
of the Genessee Society last night, be- 
cause General Otis enforced the Chinese 
exclusion act in the Philippines. General 
Otis replied: 

“The funny thing about it is that it ts 
true. The Chinamen came piling over 
into the Philippines in such numbers that 
the Filipino merchants got scared and 
rushed to me, beseeching me to keep the 
Chinese out altogether. I had to do 
something to keep the peace with the 
Filipino merchants, so I let in those al- 


ready aboard vessels in the harbor and 
kept the rest out.”’ 


CASHIER FOSTER IS ARRESTED 


He Is Charged with Embezzling the 
Funds of His Bank. 

Boston, February 8,—George Foster, 
former cashier of the South Danvers 
National bank, of Peabody, was arrested 
today, charged with embezzing $3,600 from 
that institution. The’ arrest was the out- 


‘come of the appointment of a receiver for 


the bank. It is understood that the entire 
capital of $150,000, together with the sur- 
plus, has disappeared. Mr. Foster plead- 
ed not guilty before a United States com- 
missioner.

Met Morgan and er Mag- 
nates in Batle Royal and 
Defeated Them 


QUARTER OF A BILLION 
REQUIRED FOR THE DEAL 


All of Money May Not Be Paid Cash. 
Morgan and His Associates 
Forced To Buy To Protect 
Interests—Rates Be- 
gan Row. 


> 


New York, February 8—The new de- 
velopments in connection with the nego- 
tiations touching the transfer of the con- 
trol of the Carnegie Steel Company to J. 
Pierpont Morgan and his associates to- 
day were first that Mr. Carnegie is to 
receive $1,500 for each $1,000 share of his 
stock; second, that minority holders who 
desire to sell will reccive the same terms 
as those given to Mr. Carnegie; third, 
that the present stage of the negotiations 
contemplates the formation of a new cor- 
poration whose bonds will play a large 
part in the price to be paid Mr. Carnegie; 
and, fourth, the first public announcement 
in connection with the pending negotia- 
tions of an official character consisting 
of a statement by H. E. Gary, president 
of the Federal Steel Company, confirm- 


ing the news that J, P. Morgan is plan- 
ning the acquisition of the properties of 
some of the largest iron and steel com- 
panies of this country. 

Gave Little Light. 

The statement by Judge Gary, ‘however, 
threw little light upon the details of the 
great transaction that is now in progress, 
and it is probable that actual official in- 
formation in this respect will not be ob- 
tainable until the deal is really completed. 

The statement apparently confirms the 
general impressi&® that all the “Morgan 
companies’ are actively intereste@-in the 
transaction, and while nothing was said 
as to the American Steel and Wire Com- 
pany, the fact that counsel of that com- 
pany attended conferences between Presi- 
dent Gary and Mr. Morgan seems to leave 
little doubt that the negotiations include 
the Steel and Wire consolidation. Inci- 
dentally, it is hinte@that interesting de- 
velopments may occur at the annual meet- 
ing of that corporation on February 19th. 

The ‘Moore companies’’ are not gener- 
ally supposed to have any interest in the 
financial side of the new. deal, but it is 
believed that they will be disposed to 
work in harmony with the Morgan inter- 
ests at least while the market conditions 
continue favorable. It appears not un- 
likely, however, that the Pennsylvania 


Steel Company may be included in the 
“community of ownership” plan. 


Deal Requires $240,000,000. 

If, as now seems certain, Mr. Carnegie 
is to receive $1,300 for each $1,000 share 
of his stock, the transfers in his case 
alone will be the equivalent of nearly 
$130,000,000, inasmuch as the great steel 
magnate’s holding at present amount to 
$86,000,000. If, as seems probable, the 
minority holders are to be looked after 
by Mr. Morgan’s syndicate, the financier- 
ing will involve the equivalent of $240,- 
000,000. 

This is certainly beyond even Mr. Mor- 
gan’s ability to provide in cash on short 
notice for a single transaction, without 
seriously affecting the money market, and 
no surprise was therefore felt when Judge 
Gary made,the statement today that the 
actual transfers of cash would be small. 
Mr. Carnegie is not likely to give up such 
gilt-edged security as the shares of his 
own company for anything less attractive. 

The financia! plan contemplates ejther 
the reorganization on a greatly enlargea 
capital basis of one of the existing steel 
companies, or the formation of an entirely 
new corporation to hold the controlling 
Stock of the various component companies 
and especially the stock acquired by the 
Carnegie company, all of such stock to 
constitute the collateral of the new bonds 
which shal! be issued to Mr. Carnegie anda 
to such other of the present Carnegie 
company stockholders as may wish to sell 
out with him. 


Carnegtie Demands Money. 


It was proposed du:fig the negotiations 
today that a plan of payment might be 
agreed upon whereby Mr. Carnegie 
should receive a certain amount of cash 
and the balance in notes of the under- 
writing syndicate coming due at speci- 
fied dates, so that the transaction could 
be spread over a considerable period of 
time, thus overcoming the objection of 
a possible stringency in the money mar- 
ket. These notes were to be secured by 
the deposit in trust of the Carnegie stock 
as collateral. This scheme, however, did 
not meet Mr. Carnegie’s objection with 
parting with personal control of the com- 
pany until he received full payment. 

There is little doubt that the present 
transactions are the termination of a 
battle royal between financial giants. The 
contest itself may be said to have grown 
out of the ‘‘community of interests” idea. 
or policy, which is now controlling the 
railroads. It started on its most serious 
stage as a result of the Pennsylvania 
railroad’s policy, instituted in a radical 
form by President Cassatt of refusing to 
cut rates in all directions regardless of 
whether the shippers were large or smal! 
Mr. Carnegie had been used to receiving 
favorable rates under an old contract 
because of the immensity of his ship- 
ments, and he objected, it is said. to the 
policy instituted by President Cassatt. 
The latter, however, refused to renew 
the old contract. 


Struck at Morgan. 


Mr. Carnegie then appealed to Mr. Mor- 
gan without success and fhus found him- 
self ‘‘bottled up,”’ as it were, in Pittsburg 
with transportation facilities no mor« 
advantageous than his smallest compet- 
itors. This was a situation to which a 
man of his capital, nerve and energ: 
could not be expected to submit, and the 
next thing heard was that he had pur- 
chased thousands of acres on the Lake 
Erie front and that he had made definite 
plans to compete with Morgan's stee! 
interests at the most vulnerable point.

BRITAIN. BALKS 
AT THAT TREAT) 


Reply Ready for United States 
on Nicaragua Canal, 


SHY AT SEWATE DEMANDS 


Not Flat Refusal, But Tantamount 
to That—Counter Proposa!s 
Will Be Made—Regret Is 
Expressed at Wash- 
ington. 


London, February 8.—It has been learn- 
ed by a representative of the Associated 
Press that a reply will shortly be sent 
to the United States Nicaragua canal 
project. It will not comply with the sen- 
ate’s demands. Neither will it be in the 
nature of a flat refusal, though for pur- 
poses of immediate construction it will be 
tantamount to such a refusal, 

It will consist, mainly, in a counter pro- 
posal, or proposals, likely to necessitate 
extended n§gotiations. The nature of the 
proposal is not yet ascertainable. Lord 
Pauncefote will probably be the medium 
through whom the answer will be sent, 
and by whom the subsequent negotiations 
will chiefly be conducted. 

In British official opinion it is Hkely 
that several months wi!l elapse before the 
matter reaches a cwnclusion, by which 
time the Hay-Pauncefote treaty will have 
lapsed, on the basis of the senate’s amend- 
ments. 

The British counter proposals are now 
formulating and it Is hoped an entirely 
new agreement, satisfactory to both coun- 
tries, will eventually be reached. 

Regret at Washington. 

Washington, February 8.—So far as can 
be ascertained the administration has not 
had any intimation of the counter pro- 
posals the London dispatch says will be 
made in the matter of the Nicaragua ca- 
nal project. There is a feeling of regret 
that the British government has felt con- 
strained to adopt such a course, as the 
hope was entertained that the amend- 
ments to the Haye-Pauncefote | 
might have been accepted in the spirit 
in which they were made. 

Senator Morgan, when informed tonight 
of the new stand taken by Great Britain, 
said he believed if Great Britain has de- 
cided to take the action stated it would 
create resentment in the senate and 
among the people and distrust of the mo- 
tives of that government. He hoped it 
might result in some action on the pend- 
ing bil at this session. 

One suggestion made tonight as a pos- 
sible counter proposal by Great Britain 
was that in return for concessions made 
by her she might desire an open port on the 
Alaskan coast as an entrance into her 
gold fields in the Klondike, 


ST. LOUIS’S SHOW IS FOUGHT 


Williams and Otey Don’t Want the 
Government Give $5,000,000. 
Washington, February 8.—Representa- 
tive Tawney, of Minnesota, chairman of 
the special committee on the St. Louis 
exposition, today filed his report on the 
bill appropriating $5,000,000 in aid of the 

exposition. 

Representatives Williams, of Mississip- 
pi, and Otey, of Virginia, filed a minority 
report against the Dill. If precedents 
could justify such an appropriation, they 
say, precedents ample and numerous 
can be found in the legislation in aid of 
expositions at Philadelphia, New Orleans, 
Atlanta, Chicago and Buffalo. But they 
do not think precedents can give con- 
gress powers not delegated, and that all 
a precedent can do is to “‘return to plague 
its inventors.”’ 

The report continues: 

“We believe that it Was not funda- 
mentally right nor was it expedient for 
the United States government to go into 
the exposition business. We believe that 
being in it, it ought to go out of it. 

“If congress was ever justified or could 
be justified in legislation of this char- 
acter, then it would be in this instance. 
The end and purpose being granted, 
there can be no quarrel with the means 
adopted—the provisions of this bill. The 
government’s interests are carefully safe-

CUBA WORRIES REPUBLICANS 


Leaders Are Trying To Find a Solu- 
tion of Difficulty. 


THE PRESIDENT WANTS ACTION 


Unless Congress Does Something, It 
Is Said That He Will Call an 
Extra Session. 


Washington, February 8—Among the 
questions discussed at today’s cabinet 
meeting was the Cuban constitution and 
the necessity for an extra session of con- 
gress. Persons in position to be well in- 
formed as to the president’s purposes be- 
lieve that an extra session will be in- 
evitable unless. congress shall take some 
action with respect to Cuba and its rela- 
tion to this country. With that matter 
disposed of, there is good reason to be- 
lieve that an extra session will be 
avoided. 

Revorts to the effect that the republican 
leaders of the senate have formulate] 
definite plans for legislation during the 
present session of congress On the Cuban 
and Philippine questions are premature, 
but the leaders are engaged in an earnest 
effort to find a solution of the dimiculties 
which beset them. The Cuban problem 
offers far greater intricacies than the 
Philippime questJons. There is a gen- 
eral dispositicn to accent the Spooner bill 
as a sufficient pronouncement on the 
Philippine question, and it is now the 
plan to have Senator Lodge, chairman of 
the Philippine commission, to «cmpose 
this bill with possiMy some modifications 
as 2n amendment to the army appropria- 
ticn bill. 

Senator Platt, of Connecticut, chairman 
of the committee on relations with Cuba, 
also is contemplating the propriety and 
exvediency of presenting an amendment 
to the army bill covering the Cuban situa- 
tion, and he, with other lawyers of the 
senate, is giving much attention to the 
question. 

Talk of securing congressional action on 
the Cuban constitution at the present 
session of congress has been quite defin- 
itely abandoned, and the best hoped for 
is to secure a declaration of the attitude 
of this country toward Cuba, which would 
be a guide to the president during the 
congressional interim. The present plan 
is to try to secure the incorporation of 
such a declaration in the army appropria- 
tion bill as the surest way of getting the 
bill through. 


BARTLETT STILL IMPROVES.

Washington, February 8.—(Spe- 

cial.)—Judge Bartlett continues to 
improve. Dr. Hall said today that 
the judge was clearly better than 
yesterday and in fact better than at 
any time since the crisis in his dis- 
ease. 


A DEAL IN SOUTHERN PACIFIO 


It Will Be Financed by 9 Bond Is- 
sue of $40,000,000. 

New York, February 8.—It was learned 
today on good authoritv that the Tinton 
Pacific company’s purchase of Seuthern 
Pacific stock is to be financed bv an issue 
of $40,000,000 of Union Pacific 4 per cent 
ten-year convertible gold bonds under- 
written by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 

Denver, February 8.—Accordinge to an 
authoritative report, the same interests 
that control the Union Pacific have se- 
cured control of all the leading rallroads 
of Colorado. The list includes the Denver 
& Rio Grande, Crlorado Midland, Rio 
Grande Western and Colorado Southern.

traffic across the continent, and the lines 
which have been named will be subsidiarv 
to a vast trans-continental system con- 
necting New York and San Franzcisco.

Woen all the shares 
have been taken—and it now seems only 
a question of a few days when such will 
be a fact—the association will be prepared 
to purchase’ the thulldings; sign a five-year 
lease of the grounds and begin at once 
active preparations for the big fair this 
fall. 

When the meeting was called it. was 
supposed that the citizens who attended 
would suggest feasible plans for securing 
the buildings at -Exposition park from be- 
ing torn down and removed, and it wags 
only after the meeting began and ideas 
were advanced that the movement to re- 
organize the fair association, buy the 


buildings from the atlanta Amusement 
Company was taken up and carried for- 
ward with enthusiastic success, 

The Cabaniss Resolution. 

The action which led up to $5,995 being 
subscribed voluntarfly in a comparative- 
ly short time was the result of a resolu- 
tion introduced by H. H. Cabaniss. This 
resolution was as follows: 

Whereas, the fairs held in Atlanta in 1899 
and 1900 greatly benefited.all interests, and it

fine of not less than $200 or more than 
$1,000 for the violation of the act, A bill 
was introduced providing that the defend- 
ants in felony cases can be allowed bail 
pending appeal when bail is allowed §e- 
fore conviction.

BILL WILL COME UP AGAIN’ 


Child Labor Measure in the Senate 
Is Discussed and a Compro- 
mise Has Been Reached 
by the Supporters of 
the Bill. 


Columbia, 8. C., February 8.—(Sjecial.)— 
Senator McLaurin’s speech advocating the 
ship subsidy bill has elicited a resolution 
condemning the South Carolina junior 
senator, The resolution being introduced 
today in the house of representatives by 
Mr. MeMaster, of Columbia, recites Mr. 
McLaurin's votes on the Paris treaty and 
his speech on the ship subsidy bill as man- 
sfésting opinions and belief at variance 
with those of the democratic party oft 
South Carolina to which he is indebted for 
his elevation to the high and honorable 
position he now occupies. It condemns 
the Philippine war as infamous. It con- 
demns the army bill as contrary to Amer- 
lean traditions, and the ship. subsidy 
scheme as a most giganflc and monstrous 
plan to permit the huge shipping interests 
of the United States to plunder the public 
treasury fortered by “that great friend 
of monopoly, Mark Hanna, the embodi- 
ment of plutocracy.” After denouncing 
the senator’s course, the resolution ex- 
presses regret ‘‘that a son of South Caro- 
lina has so far wandered from the faith 
of our fathers and forgotten the wishes 
of our people.”’ 

Mr. Ashley objected to immediate con- 
sideration of the resolution, saying: 

“There ain’t no use wasting time con- 
démning a man what the people has al- 
ready condemned.” 

Others agreed with him. and the: reso- 
lution went over. 

By a majority of one the senate tonight 
accepted a compromise measure on the 
child labor question. First by a tie vote 
the senate refused to strike out the enact- 
ing words of the Marshall bill, which ab- 
solutely prohibits the employment of chil. 
dren under twelve years of age in cotton 
factories, Lieutenant Governor James H. 
Tillman casting the deciding vote. Then, 
without division, the senate aecepted the 
substitute bill, which provides for the 
gradual alleviation of child labor during 
the next five yéars. It prohibits the em- 
ployment of children under ten years of 
age from now on, and provides for the 
eventful prohibition of the employment of 
children under twelve years of age. 

The measure has been debated all: the 
week in the senate, and it was not untli 
after eleven o'clock tonight that the advo- 
nates of the measure were able to force 
a vote. 

The house has already rejected all bills 
on this subject, and provided for a com- 
mission to investigate’ conditions. What 
the house will do with the senate measure 
is uncertain; but as only ten days of the 
session remains, it will hardly become 
law. The senate’s action, however, is a 
victory for the advocatés of the measure, 
as last year the senate rejected all bills on 
this subject. ,

JESUITS LEAVE THE CITY 


Rioters Gather ‘in Front of the Con- 
vent Where the Daughter of 
Senora Ubao Is Domieiled 
‘and Stoned the Build- 


ing. 


Madrid, February 9%.—After Thursday 
evening’s demonstrations by the anti-Jes- 
uits in front of the residence of Senor 
Galdos, the author of the anti-clerical 
play ‘‘Electra,’’ the demonstrators, who 
had been dispersed by the police, reformed 
in front of several Jeguit establishments 
and hooted. They were chiefly students 
and they were not dispersed until the po- 
lice had charged several times and made 
more arrests. 

All the Jesuits residing in Madrid have 
decided to retire to thelr convent at Cha- 
martin, on the outskirts of Madrid. 

In view of the troubles the government 
has revoked its decision to restore the 
constitutiona] guarantees. 

The demonstrations continued last even- 
ing. Groups of students paraded the 
streets, manifesting opposite the offices 
of \the liberal newspapers and in front 
of [the convent of the Sacred Heart, 
where the daughter of Senora Ubao is 
domiciled. They shouted ‘‘death to the 
Jesuits.” The police dispersed them, but 
others stoned the col.vent. 

The anti-clericals demonstrated in the 
galleries of the theater where “‘E!‘ectra” 
was being performed. At a late hour the 
streets were calm. Six rioters will be 
prcesecuted. 


MADE AN ATTACK ON JEWS. 


Prussian Minister of Justice Accused 
of Violating the Law. 

Berlin, February 9.—In the lower house 
of the Prussian diet today during the 
debate of the estimate of the ministry 
of justice, Herr Crueger, radical, charged 
the minister of justice, Dr. Schonstedt, 
with infringing the constitution and im- 
perial legislation in regard to the appoint- 
ment of Jews as assessors and notaries. 

The minister replied that it was those 
who contested the right of the king to 
fiil all appointments in the administration 
who were guilty of a breach of the con- 
stitution. | ad 

In regard to the criticism that his term 
of office had been marked by a super- 
abundance of charges of lese majeste, the 
minister said that while Emperor Wil- 
Mam. was above such attacks, it was the 
duty of the authorities to enforce the law 
against systematic endeavors to under- 
mine all order and the respect due to the 
sovereign. The number of charges of 
lese majeste in Prussia: had been only 134 
in 1900 as against 301 in 1898.

SHEEP KING _ 


OF THE COUNTY OF WARE 


J AYCROSS,; ‘GA., February &8.— 
W Grreciat>—tn years agone Ware 
county was noted as a stock rais- 
ing center. The ‘vattle roamed from hill 
to dale, living on the Nixuriant grass in 
tr- summer and in the winter hibernating 
in the swamps, among the canebrakes, 
and eating the succulent young cane. In 
the winter time stockmen would burn out 
large areas on the borders of the swamps, 
ready for the annual round-up. In the 
springtime, as soon as the young grass 
began to shoot, the cattle would make 
a break for these “burns,”” where their 
owners would congregate and separate 
the stock into herds according to cwner- 
ship. 

But those days are past and gone. No 
more can we see such great numbers of 
cattle. Occasionally one runs across a 
small herd of poss!bly two or three hun- 
dred, but more frequently they do not 
contain more than twenty-five to fifty 
head. The same may be said in regard to 
sheep. Where once -here were many 
flocks grazing throughout the county, 
now there are only a few scattering 
bands, and the woolclip has dwindled 
from thousands of pounds annually to 
only a few thousand pounds. There are 


very few large flocks of sheep in this sec- 


tion. , 

J. A. McDaniel, of Waresboro, is the 
most extensive sheep raiser in the county, 
and is known far and near as the sheep 
king of Ware. Mr. McDaniel ascribes 
tne falling off in the number of sheep to 
the freedom given the dog. Many farm- 
ers have from six to a dozen worthless, 
sheep-killing Airs, which makes it impos- 
sible to raise sheep profitably. Dogs often 
make a raid on a flock and kill a-score or 
more in a single night. When the legis- 
lature passes a suitable law for the pro- 
tection of sheep, the industry will revive 
and become a paying one. 

Mr. McDaniel now has a flock of 1,000 
sheep, from which he clips annually 2,500 
pounds of wool. Last year the clip was 
sold for 20 cents a pound. The range 
upon w..ich his flocks graze extends from 
Kettle Creek to Millwood, a distance of 
sixteen miles, and is about ten miles. wide. 
The trouble and expense incurred in 
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J. A. McDANIEL, 
Ware County Sheep King. 
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keeping this number of sheep is compara- 
tively small, the only help necessary be- 
ing one man and a dog, except at shear- 
ing time, w.en five additional men are 
employed. 

Mr. McDaniel has been raising sheep 
for their wool and for the market about 
twenty-two years, during which time he 
has had at least 3,000 killed by dogs. He 
supplies the Waycross market with from 
one to two hundred head every year, 
many of the carcasses netting sixty-five 
to seventy pounds. The subject of this 
sketch was born in Montgomery county, 
in 1856, but came to Ware with his parents 
in 1858, spending two years on the Oke- 
finokee swamp. Since 1860 he has been 
liv.ng at Waresboro. He is an extensive 
farmer and a merchant at the former 
county seat.

BEVERIDGE IS DREAMING 


¥ 


OF DIVIDING SOLID SOUTH 


Nashville, Tenn., February 8&.—The re- 
publican members of the general assem- 
biy recently adopted resolutions indorsing 
Senator Beveridge for president, and the 
junior senator from Indianapolis replied 
to the resolutions in a very spirited let- 
ter, a part of which is as follows: 

‘It is especially gratifying to me that 
this formal utterance comes from repre- 
sentative republicans in this state. In 
the next few years it is inevitable that 
the south will cease to be solid on party 
lines. The south is too great to be sec- 
tional. 

“The republican party is the party of 
nationality. The republican party is the 
party of construction. Every republican 
organization is an organization of devel- 
opment. And construction, development 
and progress are the supreme needs of the 
south. Richer in coal, timber, ore and the 
materials of fabric and food than any 
other section of the republic—with these 
imperig] resources, with the great canal 
at her very door, with the markets of the 


world, and particularly the orient, walt- 
ing for her products, the south will not 
much longer remain the slave of a reac- 
tionary party. The business man, the 


miner, the manufacturer, the planter will 


not much longer submit to the sacrifice 
of their interests on the altar of ancient 
issues. 

‘The future of the world is in the hands 
of the American republic. On land and 
on sea, in arms and in the arts of peace 
alike, our country holds henceforth the 
place af premier among the nations. No 
policy is good for any section which is 
not also good for our common land. No 
policy is a wise national policy which does 
not also benefit every section. It is the 
strength and virtue of republican princi- 
ples that they look to the common great- 
ness, happiness and power of the whole 
American people. This broad national pol- 
icy of the republican party is especially 
beneficial to the people of the south, be- 
cause the day of the south’s development 
is at hand.’’ 


UNITED STATES CAPTURING» 
STEEL TRADE OF BRITAIN 


Washington, February 8.—A report re- 
ceived at the state department from 
United States Consfl Fleming at Edin- 
burg, Scotland, sets forth an alarming 
decline in the metal industry. of Great 
Britain, calls ettertion to the lamentable 
lack of thorough technical’ education 
amecng British engineers and discusses 
the mooted question as to whether the 
heavy exportation of coal from Great 
Britain should continue. 

To describe the difference in the condi- 
tion of the metai trades at the beginning 
and at the end of the last year, says the 
consul, would be to contrast enormous 
activity and practical stagnation. The 
depression is attributed in part to a fall 
in prices on metals all along the line, but 
chiefly to offers of American ifton and 
steel at reduced prices, which, the consul 
states, came upon the market last autumn 
with crushing effect.

What made the difficulty worse for 
British producers, he continues, was that 
Germany, haying bought largely from 
America in the spring and summer, be- 
came alarmed and resold in England at 
reduced figures, also placing iron and 
steel on the market in competition with 
American manufacturers. As indicative 
of the general acknowledgement cf the 
crisis in the metal trades Consul Fleming 
cuotes frcem Edinburg papers, whica 
state that “the iron and steel trades have 
gone from tus. The outlook is appalling,” 
‘‘forcign competition is a most serious 
problem,”’’ and other expressions y syerten 
at the outlook. 

The press in gereial, says Mr. Fleming, 
blames the manufacturers for not adopt- 
ing the labor saving machinery in all 
branches of production where it can be 
introduced, and blames the workmen fcr 
their undisguised hostility to all labor 
saving devices.

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WAS HURT BY BURSTING PIPE 


Mechanic Is Blown from a Balcony 
and Injured. 


Columbia, 8. C., February 8.—(Special.) 
By the bursting of a steam pipe at the 
big Olympian ‘cotton mill yesterday a me- 
chanic named Stewart was probably fa- 
tally injured. Stewart was at work upon 
the balcony running by the steam feed 
pipe, about fifteen feet above the con- 
crete floor. Some distance away stood 
the battery of draft boilers. One of the 
six-inch pipes gave way at the e:bow 
and instantly there was a blast of escap- 
ing steam shooting across the room, Stew- 
art was directly in its way and either 
jumped or was knocked from the balcony. 
His head struck the floor, fracturing his 
skull, and there is very little hope of his 
recovery. He was at once taken to the 
Columbia hospital.

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MERCER WILLING 
TO HELP ATLANTA 


Chairman on Public Buildings 
Anxious To Secure Aid, 


CONFERS WITH LIVINGSTON 


Georgian Suggests That Money Be 
Securei To Add tb the Present 
Building and the Plan 
Is Iooked on with 
Favor.

Washington, February 8&.—(Special.)— 
Chairman Mercer, of the house committee 
on public buildings, has hopes that it may 
be possible to take an important prelim- 
inary step toward the Atlanta public 
building improvement at this. session, 
though he is by no means sanguine that 
even such a bill as he speaks of would 
be allowed consideration in the house. 
- Colonel Livingston has been consulting 
with Mr. Mercer almost every day, and 
it was he who suggested that, in case 
nothing better could be done, the com- 
mittee report the bill carrying a sufficient 
amount of money to purchase the neces- 
sary land for adding to the present 
building. This suggestion meets favor in 
Chairman Mercer’s eyes. In talking 
about the Atlanta bill’s prospects tonight, 
‘Mr. Mercer said: 


‘“The delay so far is not due to any un- 
friendliness toward the project at ali, but 
to a condition of affairs which makes :t 
impossible for this committee to get 
proper consideration. Millions upon mil- 
lions in dollars are being appropriated t\ 
river and harbor improvements that in 
many cases are valueless, and there are 
increases all along the line, but the min- 
ute there is a proposition for the construc- 
tion of new public buildings which are 
solely in the interest of economy a how! 
comes up. We are told that no suvh bills 
can be considered. Now, I have no doubt 
that it will be in the end a. saving of 
money to the government to make such 
improvements as are contemplated in the 
Atlanta bill. 

“There are a number of other cases 
which are most meritorious, but so far we 
have only been allowed to bring up these 
te en for necessary appropriations for 

ulldings now under way. I hope it will 
be possible to at least secure the appro- 
priation by this congress of enough raoney 
to purchase the property needed at At- 
lanta, ,but in this business nothing is 
certain.”’ 


At the first opportunity Colonel Liv- 
ingston will sppear before the committee 
and urge trat at least this first step be 


taken. 
Georgians Are Indorsed. 


Senator Bacon has filed with the war 
department formal indorsement for ap- 
pointment to the regular army of every 
Georgia officer now in the volunteer ser- 
vice in the Philippines according to the 
rank each now holds in the volunteer ser- 
vice. In all of these cases he has written 
special requests that the appointments be 
made. He has also added his indorsement 
to the application of such officers of the 
Third immune war regiment, and of the 
Georgia regiments recruited for the Span- 
ish war as may desire to enter the regular 
service as lieutenants. Senator Clay has 
made similar recommendations, and each 
of the members of the house delegation 
are looking after the interests of the men 
from his district. They are all ready and 
willing to aid not only those already hold- 
ing officers’ commissions, but those men 
in the ranks who can fill the require- 
ments. In other words, nobody is beint 
slighted, be he officer or private. It is 
taken for granted at the war departmen: 
that the men now in the Philippines w'?l 
be given the first chance at these regular 
army berths,; that after them will come 
the volunteers like Ray’s immunes who 
saw hard service in Cuba, and after them 
the other men who volunteered for the 
Cuban war. Of course, politica] pull will, 
however, have a g00d deal-to do with it. 

Of the men whom Colonel Livingston 
recommended, Almand, Willeoxon and 
McCool are now in the Philipp'nes; 
Course, Sorrels, Westmoreland and Flake 
saw sirvice in Cuba. Colonel Livingston 
today added to his list Bruce McBride, of 
Atlanta, who was an officer in Ray's im- 
munes. ' 

Looking to Blythe Island. 

The first steps have been taken by con- 
gress toward the development of the 
Blythe island property into a naval train- 
ing station according to the wishes and 
plans of,Admiral Crowinshield and the 
sécretary of the navy adopted at the sug- 
gestion of Representative Brantley. In 
the raval appropriation bill the senate 
has placed an item authorizing the secre- 
tary of the navy to report to the next 
congress as to the condition and extent 
of any government property at Blythe 
island, Georgia, whether the title to the 
same is good and whether it is adapted to 
the necessary wants of the department. 
This paragraph was adopted by the naval 
committee in lieu of the amendment sug: 
gested by Senator Bacon, which provided 
for an appropriation of $25,000. However, 
jt accomplishes the same end, which is to 
start the work going.

General MacArthur's proclamation to 
the Filipinos calls attention to ‘frequent 
violations of important provisions of the 
laws of war.’

That is to 
Say, persons charged with violation of 
the jaws of war above enumerated, must 
sooner or later be tried for felonious 
crimes, with all the attending possibilities 
of conviction: or, as an only means of 
escape therefrom, must become fugitive 
criminals beyond the jurisdiction of the 
United States, which in effect means life- 
long expatriation.

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RAILWAY NOTES 


Passenger men in this territory are on 
the lookout for an individual who is 
believed to be a smooth fakir and forger.

This person first made his appearance 
in the west, where he presented a letter 
to General Pagsenger Agent EB, A. Wil- 
liams, of the Chicago, Peoria and St.

He had evidently prepared 
another letter, using Mr. Hudson's name,

J. H. Freeman, chief rate clerk of the 
Mexican Central. He wanted transporta- 
tion to Washington. When questioned he 
could not tell a straight story, and his 
request was refused. He has not been 
heard from since. 

Pierce or Freeman is described as be- 
ing about twenty-five years of age, rather 
talj and of slender build, He is smooth 
faced and has dark hair and eyes. It is 
believed that he learned that he was be- 
ing watched and skipped out of this ter- 
ritory,

T. H. Martin announced that a meeting 
of the guarantors of the fair association 
would be held, and suggested that Colonel 
Hemphill] be elected chairman. This was 
done, and John F. Weissinger was made 
secretary. Chairman Hemphill stated that 
the meeting would be held for the pur- 
pose of hearing Secretary Martin’s re- 
port. 

Mr. Martin then read the report which 
had been prepared for the board of dli- 
rectors, This report, which covers the 
transactions, receipts and disbursements 
of the Southern Interstate fair last year, 
Showed that all premiums and all ex- 
penses except accounts aggregating $434.44 
have been paid; that permanent improve- 
ments, available for future fairs, had been 
added this year amounting in value to 
$5,020; that there was on hand furniture 
and fixtures, lighting apparatus and other 
property necessary for conducting fairs 
valued at $1,706, and that there was a cash 
balance on hand of $4,042.58. 

Secretary Martin explained that the fair 
last year had been a success from every 
point; that it was necessary to take in 
$55,000 during the days the fair was open 
and despite the rainy days last fall the 
fair had come out ahead with more than 
$4,000. After this report had been read the 
public meeting was organized. 

Public Meeting Organized. 

The mayor was immediately 
chairman of the meeting. He explained 
the object of the session. He said he did 
not see how the city could well do with- 
out the exposition buildings: that they 
had originally cost nearly $300,000 and steps 
should at once be taken to prevent their 
loss. He stated the lease of the amuse- 
ment company for the grounds would ex- 
pire in September and that notice should 
be given by March Ist as to what would 
be done ir the way of renewing the lease. 

He stated that the wreckage of the 
buildings, he understood, was worth fully 
$10,000. The mayor stated that the mem: 
bers of the city council were heartily in 
favor of purchasing the buildings, but 
had no money with which to accomplish 
this end. ‘You should determine to con- 
tinue this lease of the grounds,” he said, 
“and should own the buildings.” 

Mr. Cabaniss, at this point, introduced 
his resolution calling for the capitalization 
of the fair association at $25,000 and look- 
ing to the purchase of the buildings. Mr. 
Cabaniss stated that the Atlanta Amuse- 
ment Company had originally purchased 
the buildings for $17,000; had never made 
anything out of the investment, and were 
willing to sell to the citizens for $12,000. 

Colonel Hemphill then made a strong 
speech in favor of the purchase of build- 
ings. “If those buildings are allowed to 
be destroyed,’ he declared, ‘‘the city will 
go back fifty years. There’s music in the 
air and Atlanta must keep step to the 
tune. You can put The Constitution 
down for fifty shares at $10 a share just to 
start the matter.’’ Colonel] Hemphill’s re- 
marks were warmly applaufled and paved 
the way for enthusiastic words from many 
other prominent men present. 

Joel Hurt then advanced the idea that 
the ground on which the buildings were 
located should be purchased for public 
purposes. He said the land was in splen- 
did shape for a park and permanent home 
for the buildings, which, he said, should 
rot be permitted to be torn down or re- 
moved if it could be helped. Jack Spald- 
ing also had a few words to say along 
this line, and stated he agreed with the 
suggestions of both Mr. Hurt and Mr. 
Cabaniss. He thought an option could 
be had on the property. 

While this discussion was in progress 
several gentlemen stated they owned stock 
in both enterprises and would gladly do- 
nate their shares of stock to the new as- 
sociation. Captain English counseled 
raising the $25,000 for the buildings first, 
and then Secretary Martin stated that if 
the association was to hold a fair this 
fall that action should be taken at once 
with that end in view, 

Then the subscriptions began to be an- 
nounced; Colonel Hemphill said The Con- 
stitution would be put down for $500 to- 
ward purchasing the buildings and an- 
other $300 in caso the grounds were to be 
bought. Fire Chief Joyner put additional 
enthusiasm into the meeting by announc- 
ing that the fire department would sub- 
scribe for ten shares of stock. In less

ROCK PHOSPHATE FOR CUBA, 


Two Thousand Carloads Being 
Moved from Tennessee. 

Montgomery, Ala., February 8&.—(Spe- 
cilal.)}—A special from Birmingham says 
that the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company is now moving 2,000 carloads of 
rock phosphate from Mt. Pleasant, Tenn., 
to Pensacola, Fla., all on consignment, 


and all over its own lines direct for ship- 


ment to Cuba. This is perhaps the larg- 


est single shipment of any commodity in 


the long record of southern railroads, and 
the magnitude of the Loutsville and Nash- 
ville company’s contract calls for the de- 
livery at Pensacola of about two hundred 
cars of phosphate a day. That means in 
fact twelve solid traine of seventeen cars 
each going into Pensacola every day laden 
with phosphate alone, and it means that 
amount of traffic extraordinary, over and 
above the otherwise steadily and con- 
stantly increasing average of this rail- 
road's enormous system. 

To state it more graphically, this ex- 
traordinary shipment of phosphate re- 
quires rolling stock the same as @ solid 
freight train two miles and a half long 
running from Mt. Pleasant through Bir- 
mingham and on to Pensacola every day 
for ten days, or one freight train twenty- 
five miles long passing through Birming- 
ham within that period and being un- 
loaded into ships in Pensacola harbor.

Passengers Robbed and Train Al-' 
lowed To Proceed—Lord Rob- 
erts’s Dispatches in Re- 
gard to ‘War Are 
Published. 


Wondion. February 9%.—Public attention 
Shas again turned to South Africa by the 
dispatch of re-enforcements and the pub- 
ication of Lord Roberts's dispatches. 
Rumors have been in circulation that Mr. 
Chamberlain had reconsidered “his South 
African policy and was contemplating a 
round table conference with John Morley 
and Sir Wiliam Vernon Harcourt and the 
recall of Sir Alfred Milner. 

The appearance of bubonic plague at 
Cape Town seems likely to add to the difi- 
culties of the situation. The authorities 
thera have decided upon a wholesale ex- 
termination of rats. Should the disease 
spread it will necessitate changes in the 
military arrangements. 

f‘rom Delagoa bay it is reported that 
the British have occupied Ermelo and 
Carolina, which until recently were Boey 
depots. 

The Boers held up a Natal mail train 
near Viakfonstein. The few soldiers on 
board exhausted their cartridges and the 
Boers then robbed the passengers. after 
allowing the train to proceed. 

Roberts on the War. 

Lord Roberts’s detailed mail dispatches, 
ranging from February 6th to November 
15. 1900, were gazetted this evening, They 
filled 157 quarto pages and make up the 
official history of the war, although with- 
out throwing new light upon several in- 
teresting disputed gubjects, such as the 
Sanna’s post affair. 

Hundreds of officers, non-commissioned 
officers and men are favorably mentioned, 
including Lord Kitchener, who is referred 
to in warm terms. 

Sir Redvers Buller comes in for critl- 


Sm. 

The first dispatch undertakes to “give a 
concise account of the state of affairs in 
this county (South Africa) on my arrival, 
January 10th.” It describes the forces as 
much scattered. He decided to leave Gen- 
eral Buller with a free hand in Natal, but 
otherwise to remain on the defensive until 
re-enforced, and until transport had been 
organized. He found no transport corps 
existing. The colonial forces had not 
been sufficjently used. Cape Colony was 
restless. 

Writing from Jakobsdal, February 16th, 
Lord Roberts says: 

“General Buller, 
that he had pierced the enemy’s lines, but 
that.to give hig artillery access to the |

Boers Well Informed. 


In the course of a sketch of the capture 
of General Cronje, the occupation of 
Bloemfontein and the long wait there, he 
wrote: 

“The enemy knew exactly how we were 
situated and had accurate ipformation 
as to the condition of our supplies, trans- 
‘port, artillery and cavalry horses; and 
they regained courage.” 

The marches to Johannesburg and Pre- 
toria were uneventful as described by 
Lord Roberts, his chief concern being to 
provision the army. ‘We were practi- 
cally living from hand to mouth,” he 
wrote, “and at times had not even one 
day’s rations to the good.” 

He finds that no specific blame can 
attach to Colonel Broadwood in the San- 
na’s Post affair, as “the disaster was 
mainly due to the failure of the patrol 
at Boesmans Kop to warn their com- 
rades that an ambush was prepared.” 

Writing from Johannesburg November 
15th, he said: 

“With the occupation of Komatipoort 
and the dispersal of Louis Botha’s army, 
the organized resistance of the two re- 

ublics may be seid to have ceased;”’ 

ut there ‘“‘still remains much for the 
army in South Africa to do,’’ to meet the 
conditions of guerilla warfare with forces 
*“‘broken up into small columns and oper- 
ating over an area larger than France, 
Germany and Austria combined.”

Topeka, Kan., February 8-—Mrs. Na- 
tion last night for the first time displayed 
the white feather. It was at a meeting 
of thirty of her followers, who, armed 
with hatchets, had gathered in secret 
to arrange a night raid on Topeka joints. 
The women had been promised the .aid 
of several male students at Washburn 
College, who were to come to town armed 
after midnight and personally take part 
in the raid and also see that the wqmen 
were not molested. The womey planned 
minutely for the raid. It was decided 
to saunter out at 3.0’clock in the morn- 
ing and demolish every joint in town. 

Suddenly, when everything seemed sat- 
isfactorily arranged for a terrific on- 
slaught, Mrs. Nation balked, begun put- 
ting on her wraps and said she was go- 
ing home. Instantly her followers were 
in an uproar. Mingled with expressions 
of surprise at her quick change of front, 
soon came words of condemnation. F't- 
nally one woman, who had spent a great- 
er part of the day collecting’ hatchets 
and soliciting aid for the crusaders, 
rushed to where Mrs. Nation stood in 
the center of @ ~roup and shaking her 
first in the Wichita woman's face, shout- 
ed excitedly: 

“You are a coward, Mrs. Nation: you 
are a coward!”’ 

For a moment Mrs. Nation lost control 
of herself. 

“I am not a coward,” she said, with 
emphasis. “I will go this minute with 
any one woman and smash a joint.”’ 

A dozen voices were raised. 

“T’ll: go,”’ “T’ll go,”” and for a moment it 
looked as if an in&tant raid would result. 


Iird Didn’t Tell Her. 


But Mrs. Nation soon calming herself, 
told the assembled women she was tired, 
that.the ‘‘Lord did not wish her to go to- 
night,’’ and without further ado left the 
room. 

While the women waited to wonder at 
their leader’s latest move, Mrs. Nation, 
accompanied alone by the reporter, made 
the rounds of the joints to satisfy herself 
that all were closed. The jointists, ap- 
parently anticipating a raid, had closed 
and barricaded their doors, and at mid- 
night Mrs. Nation went to her home.

She said, however, that she would go 
to Kansas City today to fill her date 
there. ‘“‘Not to smash,” she said, “but 
simply to lecture.” 

' Some of the volunteer women to Mrs. 
Nation’s band of crusaders claim that a 
temperance lecturer of Pittsburg, Pa., 
has induced Mrs. Nation to give up 
smashing and go to lecturing. Mrs. Na- 
tion is expected to speak in Kansas City, 
Omaha, Sioux City, Des Moines and Chi- 
cago, and she has refused many other 
offérs.

Mrs. Nation on the Storm.

“It was beautiful to see how angry they 
were: Why, do you know, they wanted 
to scratch my eyes out and pull my hair 
out. It was a delicious half hour. I 
never was so happy in my life. 1 would 
rather die at the hands of these indignant 
women. than from the saloon keepers.”’ 

Mrs. Nation burst into a hearty laugh. 
Then she grew serious and said: 

‘“T don’t lose anything by the indigna- 
tion of these women, but Kansas gains 
a: great deal. When I first came here I 
had to do all the talking, but you know 
last night I had to stand. back and listen 
to them scolding me. Why, it was the 
greatest surprise I ever had. They were 
mad, clear mad, all the way through, 
because I would not help them smash.

Believed That Court Will Re- 
spect Demands of Powers 


WAR PROBABLE IN SPRING 


Thousands of Mohammedans Have 
Appeared in Pekin and Disturb- 
ances Are Feared—Ger- 
man Troops Ordered 
To Be Ready. 


Pekin, February 8.—The foreign envoys 
met this morning to consider the edict 
presented by the Chinese pienipotentia- 
ries regarding the suspension of exam- 
inations for five years and also the pun- 
ishment of officials guilty of not having 
suppressed outrages upon foreigners. 
They objected to the wording of the 
edict, which made it seem that the trou- 
bles were entirely due to the actions of 
native Christians. Satisfactory in other 
respects, it was altered to suit the views 


of the envoys and was then returned to 
the Chinese plenipotentiaries. 

It is reliably reported that more than 
twenty thousand Mohammedans have re- 
appeared in Pekin during thé last four 
weeks with the object of creating disturb- 
ances during the Chinese celebrations at 
the new year. The Germans have accord- 
ingly issued an order to their troops that 
no one shall walk along and no one go 
unarmed. The order directs the German 
troops to search all Chinese and never 
under any consideration to enter Chinese 
private houses on invitation unless in 
considerable numbers. 

The more widely known the demands 
of the foreign envoys are among the 
Chinese the more the belief spreads that 
the court will not accept them, especial- 
ly the demand for the punishment of 
Tung Fu Hsiang, who practically con- 
trols the entire Chinese army, apart 
from the troops with the court, and who 
is now in the province of Nan Su. With 
Prince Tuan, he would be able to hold 
out for an indefinite period. 

The opinion is ~*ining ground among 
the generals that p@sibly a spring cam- 
paign against the province of Shen Si 
will be necessary. 

No answer to the latest communication 
from the foreign envoys is expected from 
the court before next Tuesday at least, 
but the envoys hope the renly will be 
satisfactory. 

There is much enthusiasm among the 
Americans, soldiers and civilians, over 
the promotion of General Chaffee. All 
the foreign generals have called to tender 
him congratulations. 


Wants To Borrow $50,000,000. 


Mexico City, February §8.—A report is 
current in financial circles here that the 
visit of Banker Creet to New York is to 
negotiate a $50,000,000 gold loan which 
would enable local banks to resume the 
free discounting of paper and give re- 
life from the monetary stringency. 
Money would thus be kepf on deposit in 
the banks as a means of creating confi- 


dence.

How monstrous, therefore, is the 
proposition to give away assets of the 
city which should be used towards sus- 
taining our schools, maintaining the 
expenses of our public institutions and 
lessening the burden of taxation.

-s | in view the fact that the granting of a 


forty year franchise to one of these 
corporations now. would force similar 
franchises to both, and would estab- 
lish a similar time limit for all other 
franchises that might hereafter be 
asked for. 

The proposition is monstrous, ab- 
surd, reckless, extravagant and waste- 
ful, and the city administration re- 
sponsible for it will assume a burden 
for which posterity will condemn it. 

The Constitution has not a dollar's 
worth of interest in either of these 
corporations asking for municipal priv- 
ileges, nor have either of these corpo- 
rations a dollar’s interest in The Con- 
stitution.

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The firm writing is one engaged in 
the general supply business on that 
island. “We carry on,’’ says the writer, 
“a general business, retailing dry, 
fancy and dress goods, cotton goods, 
hostery, haberdashery, boots and shoes, 
notions, etc., and We wholesale provis- 
ions, groceries, candles, matches, etc. 
We export goats, sheep and deer skins, 
dry salted hides, etc.” It is mentioned 
that the firm does an exchange busi- 
ness with England, German and French 
merchants. Accompanying the letter is 
a $2,000 order for Atlanta goods, to be 
shipped via New York. 

Here, then, we have a practical proof 
that there is a foreign as well as a 
home market which Atlanta can reach. 
We have the geographical location and 
the goods to sell, but we lack the mer- 
cantile organization necessary to ex- 
ploit these alluring fields. Every month 
or two some merchant or manufacturer 
receives just such a‘letter as abdve, 
affording the opportunity to open trade 
relations, but the same difficulties stand 
in the way, which can only be removed 
_ by co-operation. There are freight 
rates in the way; there is the necessity 
of more direct routing; at the other 
end there is an opportunity for an en- 
larged business if it was only culti- 
vated. Take the present case. A mer- 
chant in Trinidad wants boots and 
shoes.. His single order will be filled. 
But, as will be seen, the same mer- 
chants can sell divers other goods 
which could be furnished by other 
houses in the city. That opportunity 
will not be taken up for the simple réa- 
son that there is no agency for the 
overlooking and exploiting of our busi- 
ness at large. Suppose, for instance, 
that the chamber of commerce would 
address itself to the development of our 
trade relations. The island of Trini- 
dad is willing to trade with us. Send 
there a wide awake agent to work up 
the trade and become acquainted with 
the people. Not one order alone, but 
forty or fifty at a time would come in. 
Merchants would be glad to turn over 
such letters as the one quoted as tips 
upon which to proceed. 

The character of commerce has never 
yet reached what its true relation is to 
the city. There is too much of an idea 
that each man’s business stands to it- 
self, and that it cannot be helped by an 
interchange of ideas. Such a feeling 
must give way fo one having at heart 
the welfare of the whole community. 
Now that the city has recognized the 
work of the chamber, it is time for the 
members to devote a little time to it 
and make it effective. We must build 
up a public commercial spirit if we 
would go much farther in the develop- 
ment of our resources. 


The Subsidy and the South. 

The appeal has been made to the 
south to support a ship subsidy policy 
on the ground that it would develop 
southern commerce. Many southern 
business men, on this broad statement 
of the case, have announced their read- 
iness for such an experiment. Any 
policy holding plain and tangible bane- 
fits for the people must. be considered, 
regardless of mere political doctrines. 

The question pressing in this way, it 
naturally takes this turn: Will the 


south? As a consequence of its pas- 
sage, would it result in the establish- 
ment of ship lines between southern 
ports and those of Europe or of South 
America? Are its provisions such that 
any ship owner can haye an equal 
chance at claiming its benefits? Are 
its inducements based upon service to 
shippers, or upon tonnage only possi- 
ble to capitalists? 

Our Washington correspondent, Mr. 
Ohl, gives an interesting letter on the 
subject, elsewhere in today’s issue. 

In the first place, not a single dollar 
would go to a southern port at pres- 
ent, and the limitations of the bill are 
such that its continued benefits would 
go to the original holders of the treas- 
ury teat. In the second place, there 
is no provision .by which a distribution 
of the subsidy could be forced so as to 
be claimed by competitive ports. In 
the third place, existing ship capital is 
thoroughly protected against the incur- 
sions. of local volunteer capital. Even 
in the original awarding of the subsidy, 
{t goes to speed and tonnage, already

only possible escape is that some rail- 
road lines, anxious for steamship con- 
nection, might venture on some new 
lines, which might possibly, at some 
time or other, have a southern port 
for its starting point. The whole case 
for the south is one of unsatisfactory 
expectations, against which we have-.to 
consider the railroad influence in favor 
of long hauls, the entrenched position 
of the present ship lines and the com- 
binations of metropolitan weajth. 

‘The subsidy goes first to ships as a 
reward for speed, which locates the 
benefit to New York, and Phila- 
delphia. It goes second for tonnage, 
not tonnage of freight carried, but ship 
tonnage, which limits the bulk of the 
benefit to the large ships of the cities 
already named. The slow-going, small 
tonnage ships with which every new 
port must start, although they may 
carry most freight, get the least benefit. 
But the big ship: lines may build new 
ships which they may choose to head 
out from Savannah or Mobile. Why 
confine the initiation of effort to these 
colossal combinations, instead of 
throwing the opportunity open to every 
port to make the most of its loca] cap!- 
tal? It is but the story of the turkey 
andi the buzzard over again—the tur- 
key flies north of Baltimore, the buz- 
zard south. 

As The Constitution has hinted here- 
tofore, there is a precedent by which 
ship lines might be aided by giving 
them legitimate employment, as in the 
case of the fast railroad lines. Sa- 
vannah might establish a line to some 
point in South America; Mobile one to 
the coast of Africa or of Europe, and 
80 on. The government has to send 
and pay for its mail service all over 
the world. Why not make Savannah 
a distributing point for the territory 
its ship limes would cover, doing the 
same thing for Mobile? This would be 
an inducement in such direct terms 
that we could understand it; it would 
be a legitimate use of the government’s 
contracting power to build up our ownD 
ports; it would furnish an inducement 
for ships flying the American flag ce 
go out wherever there was enterprise 
enough to launch a boat; it would be 
free from the gift enterprise feature of 
the subsidy bill, and it would stimulate 
local enterprise instead of playing into 
the hands of existing ship owners 
abundantly able to take care of them- 
selves. ~ 

The hypothesis as to what the ship 
subsidy bill may do has the fatal defect 
that it must forever wear its hypothett- 
cal dress. It will never go through the 
weaning process. The big man and the 
big ship will remain at New York, 
while we want to encourage smaller 
men with more modest ships to & en- 
couraged to push out from Charleston, 
Savannah, Brunswick and all the way 
down the coast. 


The Real Offenders. 


The Philadelphia Ledger points out 
the real offenders in Kansas when it 
says: 

In Kansas, as in many other states, the 
politicians are in favor of prohibition 
laws, but against their enforcement. They 
vote for restrictive or prchibitory laws to 
please the temperance people, and then 
allow them to be violated to placate the 
saloon element. Mrs. Nation has stirred 
them up in an illegal way, but will ac- 
complish a part of her purpose if she 
shall succeed in compelling observance of 
the law, at least to the extent of com- 
pelling the liquor dealers to observe se- 
crecy in the violation of law. Her meth- 
ods, however, are not to be commended. 
They would not flourish for more than a 
day or two in any other state than Kan- 
sas. 

In every state of the union there are 
legislators ready to vote for anything, 
no matter how impracticable it may be, 
so that they may gain future prefer- 
ment. There is a lack of that states- 
manship brave enough to say, No! 
when some inopportune legislation is 
called for. It is always very Tmpor- 
tant to know if the people for whom a 
police law is asked are ready to ob- 
serve it. Thus Kansas has a prohibi- 
tion law which she parades to the pub- 
lic as an evidence of advancement, 
while her people refuse to give it in- 
dorsement in actual practice.

TO SOUTHERN SEAPORTS

proposed ship “subsidy for the 


southegn seaports? 

The question keéps toming up in a 
variety of shapes, owing, doubtless, to the 
increased interest felt in the south, as 
throughout the country, in the pending 
measure and a desire on the part of the 
people generally to get at its real merits 
and demerits. 

A great:-deal has been said by the 
friends of the measure about benefits 
which would come to the south through 
evch an increase in the tonnage of the 
American merch:nt marine as would fol- 
low the adoption of the subsidy bill. 
There is much talk in a general way of 
such an increase in the tonnage bringing 
about greater competition among sea car- 
riers, and, as a consequence of that, a 
lowering of freight rates which would 
benefit the producers of such articles as 
are exported. The friends of the measure 
have asked for help from the south on 
the ground that such competition would 
necessarily be of benefit to the cotton 
manufacturing, cotton growing, iron and 
coal interests of the south, and there has 
been much talk of a certainty that ths 
enactment of the subsidy bill would be 
followed by the establishment of lines of 
steamers from Galveston, New Orleans, 
Mobile, Brunswick, Savannah, Charleston 
and other southern ports. 


This talk, as I have said, is of a general 
character, and the pieture that is drawn 
by the talkers is an alluring one. There 
is no question that the people would like 
to see lines of steamers running from 
these southern ports to the South Amer- 
ican ports, for instance, or to the ports 
of Great Britain and Burope, and. they 
would naturally be glad to welcome any 
deveippment of the resources of the south, 
Would this bill bring about the establish- 
ment of such lines of steafers and the 
other results which, in some degree at 
least, could be expected to follow such 
establishment? 

The idea seems to prevail in some quar- 
ters that a subsidy means the appropria- 
tion of money for she establishment of 
new ship lines, ani thet ship-lincs from 
the southern ports would be set in mo- 
tion in this way. This is, of course, not 
the case. The proposed subsidy is noth- 
ing more than a certain stipulated sum 
to be paid to the owners of ships carry- 
ing the American flag, under certain re- 
strictions which require them to build 
new ships. There is no rrovision for the 
establishment of new lines where lines 
dc not already exist, and there is no 
special inducement held out for the 
establishment of stich lines. If, however, 
any man or any corporation has _ the 
money with which to purchase ships and 
run them from any one of the southern 
ports, he will receive his share of this 
substantial encouragement from the gov- 
ernment according to thé size of his ships 
and their speed. 


As has been explained, the advocates of 
the subsidy believe that if is necessary in 
order to place the American ship owner 
on an equal footing with his competitor, 
the foreign ship owner. With existing in- 
equalities wiped out, it is argued that 
there would be a great revival in the 
mercnant marine, 

But whether or not there would follow 
the establishment of ship lines from the 
southern ports would depend entiray 
upon whether American capitalists be- 
lieved that, with the aid of the subsidy, 
such lines would give them adequate re- 
turn upon the capital invested. This 
would, of course, depend upon the condl- 
tions prevailing at the various points of 
thipment. If these conditions were favor- 
able, it is oniy fair to presume that, in 
time, capital would be found to establish 
such lines. Naturally, however, this 
proposition is hedged around by a god 
many “ifs."’ It might be that some of the 
great railway lines leading to southarn 
ports would consider it a good business 
investment to establish “ys a. a

How the provisions of this bill would 
operate in case of the establishment of 
such lines, can best be figured out by 
taking a hvpothetical case. It will, of 
course, be a great many years before 
ocean greyhounds are run out of the 
sOuthern ports, but it is only natural 
to expect that some day these ports will 
have steamship lines carrying freight to 
the ports of South America, for instance. 
So far as South America is concerned, it 
would seem as if the time must come 
when the ports of the South Atlantic 
coast are brought in much closer touch 
with thosé other ports to the south of us 
which need our cotton goods, our coal, 
our iron and have something to give in 
return. / 

In order to get at the benefits which 
would come to the owners of a line of 
steamers running betweenoneof the south 
Atlantic ports and some port of South 
America, I have asked Mr. Chamberlain, 
the commissioner of navigation,to giveme 
some figures. He has figured out a line 
between Savannah and Rio de Janeiro, 
with sailings every three weeks. This 
would require three steamships. He fig- 
ures on a twelve or thirteen-knot ship of 
5,000 gross tons, about such a ship as 
would be put on in case there was a fair 
freight business between these two ports. 


It is 4,800 miles from Savannah to Rio. 
The subsidy bill provides that for travel- 
ing at a twelve or thirteen-knot rate of 
speed there shall be paid $1.60 par ship 
ton for the round trip. Each ship would 
make about five and one-half round voy,- 
eg For each voyage it would receive, 
a é rate of $1.60, the sum of $8,000, 
total of $44.000 for each ship Bas sng 
assuming that it makes the five ana one- 
half round voyages. The three ships of 
the line would, on this figuring, be paid 
$132,000 per year from the treasury of the 
United States as subsidy. 

It will be noted that the subsidy is 
based upon the ship's tonnage or size, 
and not vron the amount it carries. 

This $132,000 per year is, therefore, the 
special inducement which the government 
of the United States would pay to such a 
Mine of three freight steamers operating 
between Savannah and Rio. 

For the purpose of illustrating how this 
subsidy would be of benefit to the south, 
Mr, Chamberlain figured on the assump- 
tion that the ships would carry out car- 
goes of coal, for which there is much 
demand in South America, which demand 
is at present supplied almost entirely 
by Great Britain. 


Assuming that each ship carries 6,000 
tons of coal, each trip, which it could 
readily do, and that the three ships make 
a total of sixteen and a half trips, the 
ships would carry to Rio in round num- 
bers 100,000 tons of coal in a year. The 
subsidy of $132,000 would, therefore, act 
as a differential of $1.32 per ton in favor 
of American coal, presuming that the 
cost of transportation from Liverpool 
and Savanah were the same. It is more 
likely, however, that the rate from Eng- 
land is considerably lower than the pres- 
ent rate from American and that the 
differential would not be so great. -If, 
for instance, it cost $3 a ton to carry 
coal from Liverpool to Rio and $4. to 
carry it from Savannah to Rio, there 
would still be left a differential of 3232 
cents a ton in favor of the American coal, 
and for the benefit, therefore, of the 
American producer.. 


This illustration serves to show the 
practical working of the subsidy. It 
is, as I say, based upon a purely hypo- 
thetical case, but it shows the induce- 
ment which the subsidy holds out for the 
establishment of new lines of ships. 

The subsidy does not, however, go only 
to’ new lines of ships, but to all ships 
sailing under the American flag. At 
present the great bulk of it would go to 
lines already in existence. To be sure 


but whether or not these new 

would run from southern ports is a mat- 
ter entirely outside of the immediate ef- 
fect of the enactment of the present sub- 
sidy bill. 


HELEN. GOULD’S Y. M. C. A. 
A MAGNIFICENT BUILDING 


HAT will undoudtedly be the fin- 
est Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation building in the world is 
now being erected in Brooklyn by Miss 
Helen Gould as a memorial to her pa- 
rents. The structure will cost $300,000, 
and will be a naval! branch of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association. It is within 
three blocks of the naval yard. The pres- 
ent membership of this naval Young 
Men’s Christian Association numbers over 
five hundred. It 1.as organized less than 
two years ago at 167 Sands street, with 
forty-five members. Work among the 
men of the naval service was at once be- 
gun. Clean beds, a good cuisine and well 
furnished parlors, supplied with every- 
thing for the comfort of the men, were 
the attractions offered. The result was 
a steadily increasing patronage, until at 
last the old quarters had to be torn down 
to make way for the new and more com- 
modious building. The basement of this 
new building will] contain bowling alleys, 
plunge baths, a well equipped gymnasium 
and nearly five hundred lockers. On the 
ground floor will be the secretary's of- 
fices, a reading room and parlors, and a 
large restaurant. The upper ficors will 
have two hundred bedrooms. These rooms 
will all be fully furnished by the Wo- 
man's Auxiliary, and any one, on pay- 
ment of $50, which sum wil be expended 
for the furnishing of a bedroom, can have 
the privilege of naming any one of them 
as the donor may desire. The top floor 
will have an auditorium, where enter- 
tainments will be held at frequent inter- 
vals. A special feature of this magnifi- 
cent new bullding will be the roof-garden. 
The entire roof will be made into an open 
air theater, where the sailor and his 
friends may enjoy the cool sea breezes 
while listening to splendid programmes of 
amusement. 
The branch has been accomplishing 
wonders in leading a great many sailors 
and marines to acknowledge God's love 


a 


and power. It acts as a central pivot, 
where “Jack’’ may turn for advice and 
help of whatever character he should de- 
sire. An average of $600 is received 
monthly by Secretary Frank L. Smith, 
which members forward to him from all 
parts of the world, to be appiied as they 
direct; sometimes he is to sefd the money 
to thelr mothers, wives or relatives; 
again, he is to deposit it in a savings in-' 
stitution. 

The naval branch does not stay at 
home, so to speak. It makes itself felt 
in the navy yard, at the hospital, in the 
marine barracks and on board visiting 
ships. The latter carry away packages ot 
magazines and similar literature to be- 
guile hours at sea or on remote stations. 
While iying at the yard, sick boys are 
visited and commissions executed for 
those who are disabled. 

The success of the Broosiyn naval 
branch has been so pronoywnced that the 
international committee of the Young 
Men's Christian Association have recent- 
ly organized other branches at naval 
stations at Guam, Ladrone islands; Ca- 
vite arsenal, Philippine islands; San Juan, 
Porto Rico, and at Havana, Cuba. The 
privileges are open to all members at 
these stations, as well as at some other 
twenty associations in our seaport cities. 
Branches have been formed, too, on board 
a number of Uncle Sam's ships. 

Temperance branches have also been 
organized on many ships, and each mem- 
ber signs a pledge to wholly abstain from 
all intoxicating liquors as a beverage 
during the period of his services in the 
navy. No fee is charged for membership 
in this league, and each member is given 
a neat silver-oxidized pin, which is worn 
by him constantly. For each year of 
faithful membership and upholding of 
the pledge, handsome insignia will be con- 
ferred. The navy department at Wash- 
ington will further recognize this move- 
moat by adding to the present enlistment 
blank a column headed ‘Total Absti- 
nence,” to be marked “Yes’’ or “No” 
each quarter, by the commancing officer 
of the ship, to the best of his knowledge

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PALMIST CONSULTED BY 


THE POLICE OF PARIS

PP svoncence)—mast and magicians, 
, fortune tellers and practitioners of 
the occult arts of every kind, are coming 
into their own again. Whatever the rea- 
son may be, the closing years of the nine- 
teenth century are marked by a notable 
pevival of all the mysterious practices 
which our thorough going ancestors 
clumped together under the terrifying 
names of socery gnd devil-dealing. In 
France especially this tendency towards a 
belief in the occult sciences in gaining 
ground rapidly. Paris has of late years 
produced three or four “prophetesses,” 
and “‘seers,”’ whose predictions have at- 
tracted attention all over the world. And 
just now the whole city is talking of a 
fresh remarkable development of occult- 
ism. 

In Paris, in the week fh which I 
write, the highest officials of the city po- 
lice have shown toward a practitioner of 
the occult and toward her art a friendly 
disposition caloulated to make one believe 
that the age of witchcraft has returned. 
Madame de Thebes, a professional chiro- 
mancist or palmist, has ben invited to 
the morgue to inspect the hands of a 
young man recently found dead, and hor- 
riblvy cut in pieces, In a remote quarter 
of the city. The police had been utterly 
baffled by the mystery of his death: it 
was thought that the professional reader 
of the mystic marks on the human hand 
might possibly be able to discover, 
through her art, a clew to the affair, M. 
Jean Lorrain, one of the most eminent 
of Parisian litterateurs, accompanied the 
palmist; and both he and she wrote at 
length on the subject in The Journal, un- 
doubtedly the best of the literary morn- 
ing sheets. Never before in this age has 
the chiromantic art received so striking a 
recognition. 


The investigation has set all Paris won- 
dering. Mme. de Thebes holds stoutly that 
the hands she studied were not the hands 
of a murdered man: however, he came 


here to lle on the, marble’ slab of the. 


morgue, the youth was not assassinated. 
Her opinion {s being shared by many 
people, who begin to suspect that the 
whole town has been set in an uproar as 
the result of a ghastly joke on the part 
of some medical students. Parts swarms 
with carabins, to use their slang nick- 
name, who would think it rare fun to 
filch a half-dissected corpse from a lab- 
oratory and plant it in the city under 
cover of night to fool the cleverest police 
force in Europe. Should subsequent events 
prove this notion to be true Mme. de 
Thebes will have scored heavily and 
palmistry will enlist new converts by the 
hundred 

Mme. de Thebes ocupies an apartment 
close to the Champs Elysees, the main 
artery of aristocratic Paris. Her recep- 
tion rogm prepares the visitor for mystic 
converse. It is, on a small scale, a muse- 
um of occultism. The walls are heng 
with weird pictures, the strange devices 
of painters who have sought to symbolize 
the riddles of life and to hint at the an- 
swer. Raphael’s famous Four Sybils 
of Antiquity gaze at you curfously. East- 
ern gods, in bronze and in quaintly carved 
wood, smiling in their fatuously compla- 
cent way, seem to bid you lay aside your 
modern fretful hurry and be caim and 
lofty as they are. Elephants, big and 
little, in ivory and stone and in jeweled 
wood, look at you out of their little sleepy 
eyes and hypnotise you into an oriental 
quiet. Set up between double plates of 
glass is an autograph letter from Cagii- 
ostro, the strange adventurer of magic, 
who foretold such dreadful things at 
Versailles to the fair young dauphiness 
of France. 

But if Mme. de Thebes values her east- 
ern gods and her elephants and her rel- 
ic of mysterious Cagliostro, she prizes 
much more highly her curious collection 
of hands. They lie about on all the 
tables, flow over on to the mantel piece, 
fill great show cases in odd corners of 
the rdéom, They are not every day hands 
either. This is a kind of Panth®on for 
the hands of ilustrious personages of 
great noveltists, poets, musicians, artists, 
actors and statesmen. Let me hasten to 
add, for fear of misconception, that they 
are not the flesh and blood articles of 
real life. They are in plaster. But they 
are horribly real in appearance; they 
seem to twitch as you look at them. One 
thing strikes one at once. Whatever one 
may think of the scientific basis of chir- 
omancy there is an extraordinary indi- 
viduality in the hands. This shows both 
tp its general form, never quite the same 
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in any two persons and, still more, in 
the curious, minute markings of the 
palms, the tiny dots and dashes, sprays 
and curves, which seem to most of us 
nothing but fantastic sports of nature, 
but which to the profesional “reader” 
seem, in connection with the three or four 
bold lines, to tell the whole history of 
@ man’s soul and of his life-destiny. 


Those who know Balzac’s novel ‘‘Cousin 
Pons,” will remember the intresting chap- 
ter in which that great genius avowineg 
his belief in the occult powers, makes a 
special effort to justify chiromancy. It 
is interesting to learn that not a few of 
the most eminent men of letters of our 
own days hold Balzac's belief. 

Alexander Dumas, the brilliant writer 
of “La Dame aux Camelias” and of so 
many other remarkable works as well 
known in America as in the author's 
own land, was a confirmed client of the 
s“fortune tellers.”” He was related to 
Mme. de Thebes, frequented her salon, 
and constantiy consulted her for direction 
in the most important affairs of his life. 
M. Jules Claretie, the famous chroniquer, 
critic and administrator of the Comedie 
Francaise, related the other day that 
young Dumas, early in his career, con- 
sulted the palmist as to the duration of 
his life. She prom!sed him seventy-eight 
vears. On the day of his death he was 
exactly seventy-seven years and ten 
months old. ‘‘Which.’’ as Mme. de Thebes 
remarked to me with a smile. ‘wags 
not a great way off the mark.’ To usea 
popular phrase it was a long distance 
shot and she got very near the bull's eye. 

I asked the reader of life lines and 
destinies as she sat in a nook of her 
salon surrounded by her Boudhas and 
Sivas and affectionately stroking the thick 
hide of an ivory “lucky-elephant” wheth- 
er she had had many Americans among 
her clients. ' 

‘Mais. oul: mais oul’ 
many Americaines.”’ 

The stately daughtere of New 
Boston, Chicago, Cleveland, San Fran- 
cisco, and I know not how many other 
of our big centers, seem more inclined 
than their practical panas to consult the 
oracles of fate. Who says women are not 
curious? Every Paris season brings them 
in shoals to the esoeric ston to lft the 
veil of the future. 

“Veby practical all the same are the 
Heautiful Americaines,” remarked Mme 
de Thebes. “TI can always fell an Amer- 
ican girl, that is one whose parents were 
born in the country. from a European. 
Amid all the subtle graduatinns of tem- 
perament. from the most sensitive and ar- 
tistic to the most energetically practical 
there Is still clearly seen the race-mark 
the characteristic sign of a vounge and 
active people who do not yet know half 
their strength and vigor. It is latent in 
all, very highly developed in most. this 
race-stamp of the transatlantics. And it 
sovs self-confidence. high purpose, high 
hopes, strong will. Take what you would 
call a dreamy tvpe from England or 
Frafice;: take a similar type from America: 
give me an exact print of their hands t9 
atudy; and I will distinguish the American 
dreamer from the European dreamer by 
the greater vigor, dormant and unknown, 
but clearly shown, in the hand-markings 
of your fellow countrywoman.”

As she speaks, Mme. de Thebes picks 
up a portrait of Licie Fuller. “There,” 
she ‘says, “is an American, who has all 
the national traits most clearly marked 
in her hand. Strong ambition, immense 
resources, self trust, the spirit of adven- 
ture, the love of movement, of glaring ef- 
fects, a passion f novelty, for excite- 
ment, or the fullness of life and action.

PAVING PROBLEM IS UP AGAIN 


Conference with Street Committee of 
Council To Be Had. 


THE ASPHALT MAY BE EXTENDED 


It Is Probable That After the Paving 
Is Done at the Courthouse It 
Will Continue to Decatur. 


It was learned yesterday that an effort 
will be miade to secure immediate action 
by the street committee of the city couny 
cil on the question of the city bearing 
half of the expense for the proposed 
asphalt pavement on Hunter and Pryor 
streets. Chairman Forrest Adair, of the 
public works committee of the board of 
county commissioners, will probably issue 
@ call within the next rew days for a joint 
meeting of the street committee of the 
city council and his committee to con- 
sider the matter. 

It is desired that the street committee 
act on the question as early as possible, 
in order that the matter may be present- 
ed to the city council for ratification at 
its next meeting. If the committee should 
not act on the question tefore the regular 
meeting, it would mean- a delay of a 
month before it would be definitely set- 
tled. 

It is understood that the memters of 
the council committee are favurably im- 
pressed with the idea of the streets being 
paved and of the city sharing the ex- 
pense, and it is thought that council will 
grant the necessary appropriation. The 
commissioners urge that the paving will 
be of benefit to the city authorities, as 
Well as to the courthouse officials, as it 
will. be in front of the city hall. 

Commissioners Walter R. Brown and FE. 
B. Rosser, of the finance committee of 
the board, discussed the proposed paving 
yesterday, and they will recommend to 
the board that the new pavement not end 
at Alabama strect, but continue on Pryor 
street to the railroad. It is also the idea 
to have the asphalt extended to Decatur 
street later. If the city council] acts fav- 
crably on the matter, the new pavement 
will mean a great improvement to that 
section of the city.

Montgomery, Ala., February 8.—The 
last’ melodramatic attempt to extract 
$800 more from the relatives of young 
Bass Frazer has developed to be slight- 
ly different, but no less sensational 
than was indicated in last night's dis- 
patches. The police here are of the 
opinion that the anonymous letter re- 
ceived by Hix Frazer, the brother. was 
from some crook who had heretofore 
had no connection with the case. Fra- 
zer several days ago received an 
anonymous letter telling him to get 
aboard the Central train at Highland 
Park, a suburb, on Wednesday morn- 
ing. He would find in the smoking car 
two men with grips. The men would 
have tickets from Andalusia. He was 
not to recognize them in any way. 
Arriving at Montgomery, he was to 
take $800 in gold, inclosed in a sack af 
corn, and leave it at the corner of 
Alabama and Decatur streets. He was 
then to take the first train for Pratt- 
ville and on the courthouse steps he 
would be met by a man who would 
take him in a carriage to his brother, 
who, the letter sali, had been ill, and 
upon whom the other $500 had been 
spent. Mr. Frazer followed the direc- 
tions of the letter. He boarded the 
Central train at Highland Park. No. 
men as described were on the seats. 
On arriving at Montgomery he con- 
trived to let the police know of the cir- 
cumstances, and when he went to 
Prattville the police were watching the 
bag at the corner of Decatur and Ala- 
bama. But the crooks were wary. 
They never approached and they are 
still at large. The Prattville trip was 
without result. The police, it is under- 
stood, are inclined to. believe that some 
local talent might have been mixed up 
in the scheme to get the $800. They do 
not consider it a hoax, nor do those 
who are familiar with the facts think 
sO. 

This only adds another chapter to the 
mystery, ‘which seems just‘ now as far 
from solution as it was at the beginning.

ISSUE INVOLVING DATE OF 


LANDING WILL NOT DOWN: 


N interesting controversy has devel- 

oped over the intention of the Joseph 

Habersham chapter of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution to celebrate 
February 12th as the anniversary of the 
Iknding of General Oglethorpe on the 
shores of Georgia. Julius L. Brown, in a 
ecard to The Constitution on the 5th in- 
stant, called in question the accuracy 
of the date to be celebrated as the anni- 
versary of this historic event, holding that 
the colonists landed at Savannah on the 
morning of February ;1, 1733. 

In yesterday’s Constitution Miss Horn- 
ady, chairman, for the Joseph Habersham 
chapter, replied to Mr. Brown, maintain- 
ing that the daughters had duly consid- 
ered the claims of both dates and chosen 
the 12th as thecorrect one. Miss Horna- 
dy said it was a matter of history that 
General Oglethorpe and his colonists did 
reach Savannah on February ist, but that 
the interval between that date and the 
12th was spent in preparation, and that 
a formal landing was not made until the 
12th. 

Now comes Mr, Julius Brown in’ reply 
to the card of Mis*&Hornady and produces 
for the benefit of all concerned in this 
mornine’s Constitution, ‘“‘the papers’’ to 
prove thd correctness of his contention. 
it must be admitted, whatever the school 
histories may say, that Mr. Brown brings 
to his support evidence that would seem 
to be incontaovertable. He quotes no less 
an authority than General Oglethorpe 
himself in a letter written by the latter 
to The Gentlemen’s Magazine, 1733—with- 
in three months after he sailed from 
England with his colony—as stating that 
he landed at Savannah on the ist day of 
February of that year, having ali of his 
colonists housed in tents before night. 

Mr. Brown, who is considered an anti- 
quariah in such matters, and a close stu- 
dent of Georgia history, has his authority 
ready for the inspection of any one in- 
terested. In addition to quoting from fhis 
historic letter of General Oglethorpe, he 
gives some interesting facts concerning 
the cargo of the Anne, the ship that 
brought the Oglethorpe colony over. 

However, the Joseph Habersham chap- 
ter will celebrate February 12th, and for 
the purpose of inspiring proper sentiments 
of patriotism and state pride upon that 
occasion, the daughters have had 1,000 
Georgia flags made in Atlanta, from cot- 
ton cloth manufactured here, which will 
be sold to all who apply for them, the 
4x10 size for only 5 cents, and the large 
size for 25 cents, 

Julius L. Brown's Interesting reply to 
Miss Hornady is as follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., February & 1901.—E4- 
itor Constitution: I notice in your 
paper of February 8th a letter from 
Miss Hornady, chairman of the Jo- 
seph Habersham chapter, calling in 
question my statement of the day 
when Genera] Oglethorpe landed at 
Savannah. My statement was found- 
ed upon a letter written by General 
Oglethorpe to the trustees, which Miss 
Hornady will find, in volume 3, page 
168, of The Gentlemen’s Magazine, April 
number, 1733, and within three months 
after they left England, in which Gen- 
eral Oglethorpe states that he landed 
on the ist day of February, 1733, and 
that before night he had all of his peo- 
ple housed in tents. 

Now, the good shife Anne, of 200 
tons burden, on which they sailed, car- 
ried thirty-five families. It also car- 
ried ten tons of beer and five tons of 
wine, being nearly one-tenth of the 
whole capacity of the vessel; for drink- 
ables for the use of the colony. See 
volume 2, Gentlemen’s Magazine, and 
aiso other things for their use, and as 
there were no wharves or docks for 
them to land upon, and as they landed 
and were housed before night. I natu- 
rally assume that they landed before 
12 o'clock, meridian, getting all of 
their stores ashore. As I say, my au- 
thority for the day of landing, the ist 
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JULIUS L. BROWN, 

He takes issue with the Daughters 
of the Revolution on the Cor- 
rectness of their History in Ob- 
serving February 12th as the date 
of Oglethorpe’s nding. 
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day of February, is this letter from 
General Oglethorpe, which is published 
in a contemporary magazine, a copy 
of which I have, and published within 
less than three months from the date 
of the sailing from England. That 
would seem to settle the question. I do 
not know what authority Miss Horna- 
dy has for her statemeht that they 
landed on the 12th of February. 

Of course, it is absolutely absurd to 
say that Oglethorpe would have kept 
thirty-five families on board of the 
ship in port twelve days after they had 
been out on a long ocean voyage. So 
let us celebrate the right day. If we 
do not want to celebrate the Ist day 
of February and wish to bring the date 
down to modern times, we should add 
thirteen days’ difference between the 
old dates and the new dates, and 
make the day February l4th, but I 
prefer that we keep Ogelthorpe's time 
and call it the Ist day of February. 
Now, what is Miss Hornady to say 
to my authority? My book is subject 
to her i:t.spection, and when she reads 
it, she will learn some history, or adopt 
either my date or the 14th of February. 
It is absolutely certain, if Oglethorpe 
is to be believed, that he landed on 
the Ist day of February. 

JULIUS L. BROWN. 
The exact contention of the Joseph 
Habersham chapter is contained in the 
following card, which is reproduced from 
The Constitution of Friday morning: 

FAdjitor Constitution: In reply to an 
article in an afternoon paper of Thurs- 
day from the pen of Mr. Julius Brown, 
headed, ‘“‘Wants the Right Day Cele- 
brated,’’ permit us to say that while 
we are pleased to know that our ef- 
forts in the cause of patriotism have 
attracted the attention of so distin- 
guished a Georgian as Mr. Brown, we 
regret that he has publicly called at- 
tentiom™to what he deems a mistake. 
It is a matter of history that Ogle- 
thorpe and his colonists reached the 
shores of Georgia'on February 1, 1733. 
But the interval between that day and 
February 12th was spent in prepara- 
tion, and on the 12th they made a 
formal landing. 

It was efter due consideration of the 
claims of both dates that the 12th was 
chosen as the day that was most suit- 
able to be celebrated. 

We hope Mr. Brown and every pa- 
triotic citizen of Georgia will proyide 
themselves with Georgia state flags, 
made by a Georgia firm, of Georgia 
cotton, woven into cloth at a Georgia 
factory, the first flags manufactured 
in Georgia, and thae they will wave 
them patriotically on the 12th.

GRANT PARK TO BLOSSOM 
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LIKE FLOWER WONDERLAND 


NDER the direction of the board 
[J of park commissioners Grant park 

this spring will blossom forth 3 
paradise of wild and cultivated flowers, 
rare trecs and shrubs. 

The Augusta avenue entrance to the 
park is to be rearranged so as to be @ 
feature of the place. The drive will be 
widened, double sidewalks will be laid 
0 and a handsome fountain will be 
placed in the center cf the drive, the 
walks being run around the fountain. 

Handsome flowers will be planted about 
the fountain. The steep embankment on 
the park side of the cyclorama is to be 
turned into a series of graceful terracee. 
These terraces will be heavily sodden and 
fine flowers will be planted on the slopes. 
It is the intention of the park board to 
slso put in a number of small fountains 
on these terraces. 

The path and drive from the Augusta 
avenue entrance to the lake will be re- 
laid in crushed stone an4 chert, and all 
the most used drives will be similarly 
treated. An artistic new boathouse will 
be built on the northwestern side of Lake 
Abana. Work on the boathouse will be- 
gin at once. New boats are to be pur- 
chased, the best of the old ones will be 
thoroughly overhauled, repainted and re- 
paired for the summer. 

The old ball park has been reclaimed, 
and is now a fine flower garden, ready to 
blecm forth es soor as spring arrives. 
This ground is located at the Park avenue 
entrance, and comprises ut one and 
one-half acres. A large fountain has 
been placed almost in the center, and is 
surrounded by flewer beds. 

It is the intention of the board this year 
to restore all the wild flowers that were 
destroyed some time ago. The work of 
restoration bas already commenced,’ and 
will be completed thig year. Hunny- 


suckles, sweetshrubs, crabapples and 
many other of the wild flowers and 
buches will be restored. Former Park 
Commissioner Vernoy has donated to 
Colonel Moyers, of the present park 
board, as many wild flowers as the board 
can possibly use this year. 

Colonel] Moyers is one of the most en- 
thuelastic members of the board of park 
commissioners, and takes a personal de- 
light in the success of Grant park. He 
heartily approves every movement looking 
to the establishment of a park, and says 
he would be glad to see a plot of ground 
with grass and flowers and a fountain in 
every section of the city. 

“I notice,” said he, “that council the 
other day decided to make a park out 
near the Davis street school, where the 
city owgs a tract of about nine acres. I 
think that Is a move in the right direc- 
tion, and am svre the other members of 
the board share my views. Parks breed 
good health in a city, and the more we 
have the better protected we are. There 
ought to be a park in every ward in At- 
lanta.”’ 

Colonel] Moyers has a pet scheme which 
he expects to nut into effect this summer 
at Grant park, and it is one which will 
doubtless cause him to win the approval 
end applause of every parent in Atlanta. 
Colonel Moyers fproposes to make the 
park peculiarly attractive for the little 
ones this year, aud will] offer every in- 
ducement for the youngsters to go to the 
park to enjoy themselves. 

His plan is to lay out a plot of ground, 
either under a shelter or under the trees, 
and fill it in with sand 4 foot deep for a 
playground for the small children. Seats 
wil? be proviiled around-this playground, 
vhere th® nurses may rest and the little 
ones will be afforded every opportunity to 
play in the nice white sand to their 
heart’s content. Colonel Moyers’s friends 
say that if he establishes such a play- 
ground the grateful mothers of the city 


will doubtless erect a monument to his 
memory.

WHEAT SHOWS A DECLINE 


Due to Ample Snow in Winter Wheat 


States—Iron and Steel Quiet 
and Steady with Their 
Prices Somewhat 
Strong. 


New York, February 8.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

More able weather in the east has 
brought up the volume of business in retail 
lines a little this week, and at the west and 
south distribution of merchandise is on a sat- 

scale. Prices of staple products show 
but moderate decline, and quotations of manu- 
\factured goods are steady in all directions. 
pressure to sell is everywhere conspicuously 
absent. Jobbers report good orders for spring 
goods, particularly for the western trade, and 
the only complaint still comes from the woolen 
goods market in the east, which has not yet 
felt the expected stimulus. In this line, how- 
ever, prices do not decline and agents expect 
better conditions. 

Steel billets cannot be secured at the pool 
price. Structural forms are also in notably 
brisk demand, and it is impossfble to secure 
prompt delivery of any finished steel at Pitts- 
burg. Chicago makers also have orders far 
ahead, and at all leading points the placing of 
new business is limited to small contracts, Bes- 
semer pig is firm at the recent advance to 
$13.50, although no large sales are reported. 
Cut nails have followed the lead of wire nails, 
advancing $2 per ton, while many other forms 
@re expected to be put on a higher level when 
producers meet. 

Activity continues in footwear, jobbers plac- 
ing large contracts at well sustained prices. No 
alterations are reported in quotations, but there 
is some evidence of slight reduction in qual- 
ity, purchasers refusing to advance their fig- 
ures and accepting somewhat lower grades in- 
stead. This appears to be practically equiva- 
lent to a rise in prices. The large number 
of buyers in the Boston market indicates that 
heavy contracts will be placed, insuring busy 
shops for many months. Local jobbing and re- 
tail trade was helped by seasonable weather, 
notably in rubber footwear. 

Textile industries do not revive appreciably, 
even the lower temperature failing to infuse life 
into woolens, aside from better retail dealings. 
,.Manufacturers make small purchases of raw 
material, showing preference for the cheaper 
grades, and even then insisting on small con- 
‘céssions. London auction operations became 
‘Jess satisfactory as the sale progressed. 

Cotton goods are uniformly dull, with some 
labor controversies added to the other troubles 
at the iuills. 

Another reduction in the average price of raw 
silk makes a loss of nearly $2 per pound since 
January |, 1900. 

Spot cotton lost an eighth on Monday and 
another on Tuesday, making the decline $12.50

Bradstreet’s Review. 


New York, February 8.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will] say: 

Trade developments this week, aside from 
those connected with rumors of combination in 
great industries, of which it seems as yet too 
early to speak authoritatively, have been in 
the main favorable. Several lines of trade and 
many staple prices show irregularity, but this 
is probably no more pronounced than usual at 
this season of the year. The feature of the 
week in distributive jobbing lines has been the 
growth of spring demand in the south and 
southwest, refiected in enlarged sales of dry 
goods, boots and shoes, clothing and millinery 
at leading centers there and in the _ central 
west. Retail distrihption of winter goods re- 
fiects the stimulus afforded by winter weather, 
but earlier quietness and perhaps large stocks 
etill carried are probably responsible for the 
slowness of collections to improve. Prices are 
still irregular, though not much lower as a 
whole. 

The cereals are dull, irregular and rather 
lower on large Argentine shipments and lib- 
eral northwest movements, the supporting feat- 
ure being the good export inquiry developed at 
concessions. 

"The strength of sole leather is a feature 
noted at many markets. Shoe buyers are in 
full force at Boston and sample orders are 
numerous. Factories are well employed on im- 
mediate delivery orders. Buyers are reported 
more willing to meet manufacturers’ views as 
to prices. 

Lumber has lagged among building material, 
but is stiffening in price as the season of ac- 
tive operatons approaches. 

The textiles are rather quiet as to first hands. 

Cotton has weakened despite smaller receipts, 
because low trade reports from goods markets 
and advices of shading of gray goods. The 
better advices from the distributive trade day, 
however, help the situation. 

Demand for wool is only to cover manufac- 
_ turers’ sales, and some soft spots are reported. 
Piain dress woolens are in chief demand and 
men’s wear goods are slow of sale. 

Iron and steel have been rather quiet but 
eteady and even strong as to price, with finish- 
ed products, particularly structural material, 
in active inquiry. Immediate delivery of steel 
billets can only be obtained at advances of 
60c to $! over Liverpool price. Bessemer 
pig iron is strong and 20@50c higher on the 
week. Sales of foundry pig iron to pipe man- 
ufacturers are liberal at Chicago and St. Louis. 
Stocks are claimed to be not accumulating at 
furnaces in the former districts.

FOR PROMOTERS OF FIGHT 


Cincinnati, February 8.—With the ex- 
ception of W. A, Brady, who did not ar- 
rive from New .York until tonight, all 
witnesses have been heard on the appli- 
cation for an injunction against the Jef- 
fries-Ruhlin contest here next Friday 
night.

Engineer Burroughs &tuck to His 
Place with His Fireman. 


EXTRA FAILED TO TAKE THE SIDING 


Engineers and Firemen on Double- 
Header Jumper from Their 
Seats to Safety. . 


Two freight trains on the Western and 
Atlantic railroad collided yesterday morn- 
ing about 2:30 o’clock at Rogers, a siding 
fust above Cartersville, and as a result 
four men were Injured. They are Eng!- 
neer Jeff Burroughs, who resides at the 
corner of Jones avenue and Mangum 
street: Fireman Alfred L .Rhodes, of No. 
177 Luckie street: Engineer John D. Miller, 
of 139 Davis street, and Flagman Sid 
Rainey, also of Atlanta. Engineer Bur- 
roughs was the most seriously injured, 
and his condition ts regarded as danger- 
ous. 

The collision was between a doubie- 
header freight. northbound, and an ex- 
tra freight, southbound. The double- 
header was manned by Engineers John 
Mitler and Virgil Rhodes and Firemen 
Will Aenchbacher and Tom Newman, 
‘while the engine of the extra was in 
charge of Engineer Burroughs and Fire- 
man Rhodes. The two trains had orders 
to meet at Rogers and the double-header 
had reached that point and was waiting 
on the main line for the extra. The dou- 
ble-header was to hold the main line, 
while the other train was to take the sid- 
ing. ; 

The extra rounded the curve, but failed 
to take the siding. and tnstead bore down 
on the fAlouble-header. Flagman Rainev 
was in the engine cab for the purpose of 
rettinge out and throwing the switch when 
the train stopped, but it seems the air 
hrakes failed to work when applied. and 
the train did not stop until it had crash- 
ed into the double-header. When the ex- 
tra parsed the switch Pneineer Miller re- 
verse] his engine and endeavored to hack 
out of the way. but the effort was futile. 

The engineers and firemen on the dou- 
bie-hearler jumped from their enetnes and 
escaned infury. Fireman Rhodes also 
inmped, and in so doing was bruised. En- 
rineer Burroughs and Flagman Rainey 
remain on the engine and were knocked 
off by the shock. Mr. Rurroughs had one 
of his legs crushed and the other badlv 
fractured. Mr. Rainev had one of his legs 
broken. Engineer Miller was slightly 
bruised. 

Major McCollum, ‘suverintendent of the 
road, went to the scene of the accident 
yesterday morning:on a special train? ac- 
comvanied by Dr. Bernard Wolff. Drs. 
FR. and A. T. Calhoun, of Cartersvi‘le, 
also visited the scene and the physicians 
found it negessarv to amputate one of 
the legs of Mr. Burroughs. The siding 
‘vas not blocked by the wreck. and this 
prevented a delay of trains, as they pass- 
e©@ around the wreck on the sidetrack. 
All three of the engines were damaged, 
‘byt Major McCollum states that the dam- 
age can be fully covered by $1.000. One 
freight car was also slightly damaged. 

The wreck was removed and the track 
cleared by 6 o'clock ‘ast night. Mr. Bur- 
roughs was removed to Kingston. but the 
other injured came to Atlanta yesterday 
morning. 

A dispatch from Kingston last night an- 
nounced that the phvsicians had amputa- 
ted the crushed limb of Engineer Bur- 
roughs and that they rewarded the ampu- 
tation of the other limb as almost un- 
avoidable.

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A NEW LAW THAT AFFECTS 


ATTORNEY’S FEES ON NOTES 


( ‘ 

ON. P. M. Hawes, representative 
from Elbert county, was in the city 
yesterday. Mr. Hawes was the au- 
thor of one of the most important meas- 
ures that passed at the last session of 
the legislature, about which little seems 
to be known. 

The act of which Mr. Hawes was the 
author was the material amendment of 
what is known as the Twitty taw, which 
repealed the right to collect attorney's 
fees except in cases where pleas were filed 
by the defendant and not sustained. The 
bill, as enacted into law by the last ses- 
sion of the legislature, strikes out of the 
code that provision of the law which 
limits the recovery of attorney's fees to 
cases where pleas are filed and not sus- 
tained, and substitutes a provision which 
allows the debtor to avold payment of 
attorney's fees by paying principal and 
interest of the debt on er before the re- 
turn day of the court to which suit is 
brought. 

The recent law was perhaps the most 
important commercial measure adopted 
by the session of 1900, and although it is 
now the controlling law on the subject, 
the general public is unfamiliar with it, 
as the acts of the legislature have not 
been printed for public distribution, and 
the provisions of this particular law have 
not been given so great publicity as some 
other measures. 

Prior to the enactment of the Twitty 
bill into law, alf notes and similar con- 
tracts providing for the payment of attor- 
ney’s fees if the note or contract should 
not be paid or performed in accordance 
with the provisions thereof, and which 
were placed. in the hands of an attorney 
at law for collection, could not be can- 
celled by payment of the principal and 
accrued interest, but the debtor was re- 
quired to fulfill his conditional agreement 
to pay attorney's fees, and this agree- 
ment could be enforced in the courts. 
The Twitty bill was passed by the legis- 
lature of 1890, and appears as séction 3667 
of the code of Georgia of 1895, as follows: 

“Obligations to pay attorney's fees 
upon any note or other evidence of in- 
debtedness, in addition to the rate of in- 
terest specified therein, are void, and no 
court shall enforce such agreement to 
pay attorney’s fees, unless a plea or pleas 
be filed by the defendant and not sus- 
tained.’’ 

In the effort to collect attorney's fees, 
nothwithstanding the provisions of the 
Twitty bill, the constitutionality of this 
law was attacked in the courts; but the 
law was upheld by the supreme court. 
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Frequent efforts were made to repeal or 
modify the law at succeeding sessions of 
the legislature, but these efforts proved 
unavailing until the recent session. 

Hon. P. M. Hawes, representative from 
Elbert county, who is president of the 
Elberton Savings and Banking Company, 
introduced a bill materially modifying 
the provisions of the Twitty law, and 
after a hard fight is both branches of the 
legislature, succeeded in having his bill 
enacted into law. The measure was han- 
dled with unusual adroitness and ability 
by its author, and its passage was in a 
large degree attributable to the personal 
popularity of the representative from El- 
bert. The title of the act, which was ap- 
proved by the governor December Jl, 
1900, is as follows: 

‘“‘An act to amend section 3667 of the code 
of Georgia of 18%, by striking from the 
fourth and fifth lines thereof the follow- 
ing words, towit: ‘Unless a plea or pleas 
be filed by the defendant and not sus- 
tained,’ and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following words, towit: ‘Unless the debtor 
shall fail to pay such debt on or before 
the return day of the court to which suit 
is brought for the collection of the same, 
provided the holder of the obligation sued 
upon, his agent or attorney notifies the 
defendant in writing ten davs before suit 
is brought of his intention to bring suit 
and also the term of the court to which 
suit will be brought,’ and for other pur- 
a 

Next Tuesday, February 12th, will be 
return day in both the city court of At- 
lanta and Fulton superior court, and a 
number of suits are already being filed 
under the provisions of the new law. 
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CHILDREN BORN AFTER 
SALE DO NOT SHARE ESTATE 


An interesting case was decided in the 
United States circuit court yesterday by 
Judge Newman, involving some nice 
points in the law of inheritance, being 
that of “‘Estelle Jones Reed, Charles Har- 
ris Reed and George Asper Reed, by 
their next friend, John H. McKinzie, ver- 
sus The Alabama and Georgia Iron Com- 
pany and J. R. Barber. 

In 1873 William Peek, of Polk county, 
Georgia, conveyed to his granddaughter, 
Willie E. Reed, and to her husband, Wil- 
liam G. Reed, during their natural lives, 
and at their death to her child or chil- 
dren, to ghare and share alike, certain 
lands in that county. Should they die 
leaving no offspring, the land was to re- 
vert to William Peek’s estate. 

Eight children were born to William 
G. Reed and Willie E. Reed up to 1887, in 
which year they filed a petition in Polk 
superior court for the sale of the mineral 
interest in the land in question, valuable 
deposits of iron ore having been discover- 
ed on it, asking that the children be rep- 
resented by a guardian ad litem appoint- 
ed by the court. Charles H. Harris was 
accordingly appointed, and sold the min- 
eral rights in thé land for the benefit of 
the minor children, giving a bond for 
title. The mineral rights were trans- 
ferred to two or three different mining 
companies, and after the transfer by 
Harris, guardian for the children, two 
other children were born to the parents. 
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The mining company holding the mineral 
rights in 1891 filed a bill in the Polk su- 
perior court for the purpose of having the 
sale confirmed, in order to set at rest 
any question of the right of the two last 
born children to interfere with the guar- 
dian’s sale. 

For ten years the litigation resulting 
from the foregoing situation assumed 
many phases, and was finally brought to 
the federal court. In his opinion, handed 
down yesterday, Judge Newman held that 
the children born after the guardian's 
sale of the mineral rights was made 
were not entitled to any relief. In con- 
clusion the judge says; 

“I think it may be conceded that the 
law.is not thoroughly settled in Georgia 
on this question. My own opinion is that 
where, as in this case, a considerable 
number of minor children, in being, are 
in need of funds for their maintenance 
and education, and they have a remaind- 
er interest in unproductive propertys a 
court of equity has the inherent power, 
having before it the parties holding the 
life estate, the minor remaindermen in 
esse, with a guardian ad litem, and on a 
prceper and satisfactory showing, to ren- 
der a decree for the sale of the unproduc- 
tive property, and reinvestment of the 
proceeds so as to produce an income for 
the children, and that such decree will 
bind children afterwards born, provided 
the decree ..as made proper provision for 
the investment and protection of their in- 
terest.’’ 


POLITICAL AND PERSONAL 
AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


r There are already about 270 cases on the 


March term docket of the supreme court, 
and others are coming in dally. Next 
Tuesday is return day and,there is little 


doubt that by that time the court will 


be confronted by more than 3800 cases 
for the coming term. This is quite an 
increase over the March term of last 
year, and the indications are that the 
work of the supreme court is constantly 
increasing. This does not appear to 
bear out the theory that litigation in 
Georgia is on the decrease, as many 
have seemed: to think. It is claimed 
that the circuit practice in the state, ex- 
cept in some of the larger cities, has 
been falling off during the last few years, 
and lawyers in many sections have been 
complaining of dull times. But in spite 
of the fact that many more disputes are 
being settled out of court nowadays, 
the assortment that reaches the supreme 
court from term to term is becoming 
gradually more numerous and varied. 
The March term docket will hardly be 
reached before April, if then, and so far 
the vacation which some of the justices 
have been talking about is nowhere in 
sight. 

On account of the crowded condition of 
the docket there will be no more orai 
argument after Monday. when the last 
case on the docket of the Macon circuit 
will be concluded. In all the other cases 
on the docket for the October term the 
arguments will be made by brief. Tfie 
criminal docket will be called on Febru- 
ary 18th. 


The Candler Horse Guards, of Gaines- 
ville, will soén be admitted to the state 
service. This fs the cavalry troop re- 
cently organized and named in honor of 
Governor Candler. Inspector General W. 
G. Obear will go to Gainesville the latter 


part of next week for the purpose of in- 


a 


specting the men in this organization 
and arranging for mustering them into 
the state service The organization had 
forty menbers when the request came 
that it be taken into the state service, 
and it will probably muster in fifty or 
sixty. The new troop will become a 
part of the First cavalry regiment, which 
ig in command of Colonel P. W. Meldrim, 
of Savannah. 


Inspector General W. G. Obear_ re- 
turned yesterday from Savannah, where 
he inspected four companies of the First 
regiment infantry. He has about ten 
mote companies to inspect in that city 
and the work there will take three 
or four weeks yet. He will return there 
the first of next week to continue the 
work. 


The statement of cost of the two mod- 
ern breech-loading rifles ordered for the 
Chatham artillery, in Savannah, has been 
sent the adjutant general from the war 
department at Washington. The two 
guns with all equipment and a supply of 
ammunition are valued at about $7,500, 
which comes out of Géorgia’s portion of 
the military fund appropriated hy the 
general government. The guns are ex- 
pected to reach Savannah the latter part 
of next week The state will have to pay 
the freight on the guns, 4s the govern- 
ment will not ~ut up any cash. 


Governor Candler yesterday signed the 
commission of Colonel T. 8.. Wylly, Jr., 
of Savannah, as colone) of the First regi- 
ment infantry, and it was forwarded to 
him last night by Adjutant General J. 
W. Robertson. The othe? new officers 
of that regiment will be examined and 
commissioned next _Wweek, 


Ordinary W. S. Long. of Rabun county, 
drew $3,575 from the state treasury yes- 
terday and carried it back to Rabun to 
distribute it among the pensioners there.

MAY BE NO CHANGE 
IN COUNTY SBAT 


There Are Four Candidates for It in 
Tatnall County. 


REQUIRES TWO-THIRDS VOTE 


Governor Candler Was Asked for In- 
formation on the Subject. 


COUNTY HAS A WARD FIGHT ON 


Two-Thirds of the Vote Cast Will 
Hardly Go to Any of the 
Candidates. 


The indications are that there wil] be 
no chenge in the site of the county seat 
of Tattnall county at the coming elec- 
tion on that question on February 2th. 
The reason tor this appears in the facts 
set forth in a letter which Governer Can- 
Gler received yesterday to the effect that 
there are four candidates for the county 
seat, and under the law the successful 
candidate must receive two-thirds of the 
vote cast before “ay change can be made. 

When the date for the election was set 
there were only two candidates—Reicds- 
ville, the present county seat, which is 
on a branch railroad, and Collins, which 


ig located on the main line of the Georg!1 
snd Alabama division of the Seaboard. A 
few days ago Hagan and Claxton also be- 
came candidates for the honor, and their 
entry into the race was resenhtel’ some- 
what by the Reidsville and Collins peo- 
Ple who expected to fight the matter out 
between themselves. 

Governor Candler’s correspondent asked 
among other things whether other candi- 
dates could enter after the date of the 
election had been announced. ‘To that 
question he replied that as many candi- 
dates as desired could enter the field. He 
also informed his correspondent that it 
will be five years before another election 
for the same purpose can be held 

The most important question at issue. 
however, was as to the number of voters 
required to devide the ratter. One sec- 
tion of the code says that two-thirds of 
the votes cast at the election are re- 
quired, while another section prescribes 
that two-thirds of the voters as sworn 
by the tax digest are necessary. The 
language of the constitution is ‘“two- 
thirds of the qualified voters voting at an 
election for that purpose.’’ The supreme 
court has placed a literal construction 
upon this section of the constitution, and 
accordingly Governor Cander wrote to the 
Tattrall correspondent that in order to 
remove the county seat it would be neces- 
sary for the successful candidate to se- 
cure two-thirds of the votes cast in the 
election, without reference to the number 
of qualified voters in the county. 

The chances are, howaver, that the 
voters resident in and around.each of the 
towns will vote for their respective places 
of residence, and with four candidates in 
the field Reidsville will naturally come 
out on top, retaining the county seat.

Wabash Securities Were Brought 
Forward Yesterday, 


INCLUDED COLORADO ROADS 


All the Roads Interested Advanced 
Sharply—Steel Stocks Were 
Strong at Opening, But 
Late Business. Com- 
paratively Small. 


New York, February 8.—There was a con- 
siderable falling off in the volume of dealings 
in stocks t-.day, and the decline would have 
been much more marked had it not been for 
the bringing forward into activity of a horde of 
low-priced stocks of the class dominated among 
the brokers as ‘“‘cats and dogs.’’ It is charac- 
teristic of a long bull movement that it should 
eventually reach into the dregs of the list and 
stir up the sediment of the market. The theory 
is that the generally higher range of values at- 
tained in the general market entitles the low- 
priced stocks to some increase in valuation, 
even without special development in the af- 
fairs of the properties. The bidding up of 
these stocks is also a favorite device by bull 
operators to sustain the market for the pur- 
pose of realizing in the higher priced stocks 
which have already enjoyed their advance. So 
far as the railroad department of the stock 
market was concerned this was clearly what 
was going on today. As a matter of fact, com- 
bination rumors were circulated regarding the 
railroads whose stocks are selling below 40, 
as has become the fashion in connection with 
bull movements, but some of the stocks were 
bid up without specific rumors on the general 
principle that any railroad is available for a 
combination nowadays. The most clearly de- 
fined rumors applied to the Wabash securities 
and the group of railroads operating in Col- 
orado. These made Wabash a connecting link 
to be absorbed by Lackawanna and to take 
in the Gould Southwestern railroads in the 
formation of a new through railroad system 
from the east to the southwéstern gulf port. 
The rumor of a projected consolidation in the 
several railroad lines took on various forms, 
some of which were authoritatively denied. The 
gains in this class of railroad stocks ran all 
the way from |! to 5§ points, St. Joseph and 
Grand Island first gaining 5 and Wabash com- 
mon 4%. All of the securities of both roads 
were affected in less degree and there were 
gains besides in the Colorado Southern stocks, 
Denver and Rio Grande,, Fort Worth and Rio 
Grand, Chicago, Indianapolis and Louisville 
stocks, Peoria and Eastern, Cleveland, Loraine 
and Wheeling, Wheeling and Lake Erie, Texas 
and Pacific, North America, Kanawha and 
Michigan, and Mexican Central. The rest of 
the railroad list was singularly sluggish all 
day, and there was only 2 handful of stocks 
that got as much as a point away from last 
night at any time and most of the list vibrated 
narrowly both above and below last night's 
level. Union Pacific was never more than 1% 
avove last night and was at one time 1% be- 
low. The fluctuations were hesitating and 
uacertain at all times. The only news of the 
day concerning the stock was the underwriting 
at par of a bond issue to finance the South- 
ern Pacific purchase. The latter stock alse 
showed some strength. The steel stocks made 
a great show of strength just at the opening, 
Tin Plate jumping nearly 3 points, Steel and 
Wire 2% and Federal Steel only 1%. None 
of the advances were fully ‘maintained except 
Federal Steel, and business in the group fell 
to comparatively small proprtions. The belief 
continued strong in Wall street that the plan 
for adjustment of control of the steel properties 
is making progress. But the stock did not re- 
flect clearly any news.

Wew Member of State Sanitarium 
‘Board Is Appointed. 


A BROTHER OF CONGRESSMAN 


Board Buys Many Supplies and Gov- 
ernor Wanted an Up-to-Date 
Merchant on It. 


Governor Candler yesterday appointed 
J. T. Brantley, of Waycross, Ware coun- 
ty, as trustee for the state sanitarium at 
Milledgeville, to fill the vacancy created 
by the death of Dr. William Duncan, of 
Savannah. 

Mr. Brantley is president of the Grace 
Brantley Mercantile Company, of Way- 
cross, and secretary and treasurer of the 
A. P. Brantley Company, of Blackshear. 
He is a brother of Congressman Brant- 
ley, of the eleventh district, and is well 
known throughout. south Georgia. 

Governor Candler had under considera- 
tion the names of Dr. W. W. Owens and 
Dr. A. B. Simmons, of Savannah, which 
had been presented.to him by friends of 
these gentlemen. It appears, however, 
that there are twa factions among the 
doctors in Savannah;and these gentlemen 
belong to different sides. This is believ- 
ed to have been ona reason why a Savan- 
nah physician wag: not appointed. 

Another and perhaps more important 


-reason was the fact that there are several 


physicians already on the board, which 
numbers ten members, and the governor 
was anxious to put on the board an up-to- 
date merchant who is familiar with the 
prices of such products as it is necessary 
to purchase for the sanitarium. It was 
for this reason éspecially that Mr. Brant- 
ley was appointed... The trustees of the 
state sanitarium have to spend about 
$300,000 annually, and almost all of it is 
for provisions and supplies. Mr. Brant- 
ley, it is believed, will therefore make a 
most valuable acqiHsition to the board. 
The salary of the trustees is $150 per an- 
num and traveling sepenses.

BUNCH M’BEE’S CAREER 
AS A RAILROAD MAN

appointed to succeed Mr. E. 8t. 

John as the head of the operating 
department of the Seaboard Air-Line rail- 
way system, is at the zenith of along and 
extraordinarily active life. He is essen- 
tially a railroad man. In the thirty-two 
years of his career he has held every po- 
sition in the service from chain carrier 
and rodman with a construction corps to 
the present position to which hg has just 
been elevated, |. e., vice president and 
general manager of one of the greatest 
railway systems in the south. 

Captain McBee is a native of Greenville, 
8. C. He was born in 1849.. At the age 
of twenty he entered the railroad service 
and was attached to staff of the engineer- 
ing department. He was consecutively a 
“station maker” and “marker,” a chain 
carrier, rodman, level man and transit- 
man Afterward he was made a resident 
engineer on construction and an assist- 
ant engineer on lotation. 

He served in e freight department 
from 1875 to 1877, but it was in the two 
years that followed that he saw what was 
the hardest work in all probability that, 
he ever experienced, st was from 1877 and 
1878 that he served his apprenticeship in 
the operating department as a brakeman 
and subsequently as a baggageman and 
conductor. 

In 1878 Captain McBee was made clear- 
ing house agent and station agent of the 
Richmond and Danville railroad at Char- 
lotte. From that time his rise was rapid. 
Thoroughly conversant with the details 
of all the positions under him, and losing 
no opportunity to acquaint himself with 
those above him, but within his reach, he 
Was made, in 1881, superintendent of the 
Western North Carolina division of the 
Richmond and Danville railroad. This 
position he held for many years, adminis- 
tering the affairs of his division with such 
signal ability that in. December, 1889, he 
was cabled to assume the presidency of 
the Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta and 
of the Columbia and Greenville railroads. 

This position he filled in addition to 
bis duties as superintendent until he was 
offered the position of general superin- 
tendent of the Central Railroad of Geor- 
gia’s Jeased and controlled lines, operated 
by the Richmond and Danville railroad. 

When the Central of Georgia was placed 
in the hands of receivers Captain McBee 
was continued as genéral superintendent. 
He resigned the position May,1892, to accept 
that of general superintendent of the 
South Carolina, Columbia and -Greenville 


(CF eroointe V. E. M’BEE, recently 


‘and of the Western North Carvlina di- 


visions: of the Richmond and Danville 
railroad. 

On August 1, 1894, he accepted the pos!i- 
tion of superintendent of transportation 
of the Seaboard Air-Line. From August 
1, 1894, to the roads were included in the 
plan of reorganization of the Southern 
railway he was superintendent of the 
Laurens railway and also of the Blue 
Ridge railroad, . 

On July 1, 1895, he was made. superin- 
tendent of the third division of the Sea- 
board Air-Line. He held simultaneously 
the position of general agent of the Sea- 
board system at Atlanta. It was during 
the early days of the system’s entrance 
irito the Gate City of the south that Cap- 
tain McBee was entrusted with the deli- 
cate and responsible task of introducing 
the new road to the shippers and travel- 
ing publid of the south. How well he did 
it is attested by his promition to the po- 
sition of general superintendent of the 
system in February, 189, just seven 
months after he entered the road's service. 
He was recognized at that time by Vice 
President St. John as the most available 
man for the. position of general .superin- 
tendent, just as President Williams saw. 
in him the logical successor of Mr. 8t. 
John only a few weeks ago. 

His administration of -the affairs of the 
office of general superintendent has been 
remarkable in many respects. The pres- 
ent perfect equipment of the Seaboard 
system, the condition of its road bed and 
the notably small number of accidents 
that one hears of on the line are all due 
in very. large measure to the directing 
genius of the man who.now presides 
over all departments of the road save the 
executive. 

Captain McBee is an indefatigable work- 
er. He seems never to tire. Day and 
night he toils at his desk, frequently after 
his clerks have all long since departed, 
fatigued by the day’s work, 

In a man of his physique, however, there 
is nothing very remarkable ip this. He 
is a giant in stature. Deep chested, long 
of limb and athletic in his appearance, 
florid of complexion with a white mili- 
tary moustache and a head of luxuriant 
white hair, one would instinctively pick 
him as a leader of men. H@ looks every 
inch a general and he is a type of that 
hardy American found nowhere more than 
in the south, who, blessed with magnifi- 
cent physique and a sound mind, is the 
typical captain of industry. ,

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GANG OF THIEVES 
SENT 70 TOWER 


Negro Drayman and Accomplices Bound 
Over by Recorder. 


HARDWARE SUPPLIES STOLEN 


Quantities of Goods Were Recovered 
by the Police Officials. 


BOB ALEXANDER MADE FULL CONFESSION 


Told How He Had Removed 
Goois and Delivered Them 
to His Accomplices, 


the 


The police authorities have just suc- 
ceeded in catching and having bound 
over to the superior court one of the larg- 
est and most daring gang of robbera that 
ever worked in Atlanta. 

This gang of thieves, headed by Robert 
Alexander, a negro drayman, were nearly 
all caught Thursday night and sent to the 
police station, along with a large and 
varied assortment of hardware articles, 
supposed to be worth about $300. It was 
the desire of the officers to recover every- 
thing before allowing the public to know 
of the work. 

Among the things recovered were three 
Stoves, two guns, several sides of sole 
leather, many dozen boxes of shoe tacks, 
nails, shells, pipes, pans, buckets and all] 
kind of hardware articles carried in the 
stock of a large wholesale company. All 
were identified by Mr. Johnson, of the 
King Hardware Company, as property of 
that concern. 

The chief mover in the thefts was Rob- 
ert Alexander, who has been in the em- 
ploy’ of King Hardware Company for 
some time. siis plan was to load a wag- 
on with all kinds of hardware stock, and 
under the pretense of carrying it to the 
new store of the company or to some of 
their customers in the city, drive off to 
the home cf some of his confederates and 
secrete the articles. The greater part of 
the .goods stolen was left with J. B. 
Gibbs and Wilson Huddleston, Alexan- 
der claims although a number of other 
negroes have been implicated in the work. 

The robbery as been carried on sys- 
tematically from the King Hardware 


Company for the past two months, dur- 
ing which time an almost inestimable 
amount of goods have been stolen. The 
first clew to the wholesale stealing was 


found Thursday by Officers Lansford and. 


Newell, while searching in a house in 
King’s alley for a man hidden there. 
These officers were assisted by Officers 
Key and Weus and Sergeant White, who 
worked all night and part cf yesterday 
gathering together the articles and mak- 
ing all the arrests. 

The following were bound over to the 
superior court and sent to the Tower in 
default of bonds of $100 each: 

Robert Alexander, William Richberg, 
Jim Davis, ~pot Parks and J. B. Gibbs. 
Lula Williams, Aliga Huddleston, Lydia 
Jones, Lena Williams and Amanda Lam- 
bert, a: of whom were believed to be im- 
plicated in the work, were released from 
custody yesterday. 

Last night Alexander made a confes- 
sion of the work to a reporter of The 
Constitution, as follows: 

“The very beginning cof all this stealing 
was one day when I went to the shoe 
shop of William Huddleston. We were 
talking in a friendly way when he asked 
me if I could not get him a few pieces 
of leather, as I was working at the store 
where they had such things. He said he 
would pay me for it. At the time I just 
laughed and went on talking of some- 
thing else. But it was only a short time 
befcre he met me on the streets and 
after talking a little said: 

***Bob, you have not made the little 
trick for me yet.’ When he said this I 
just laughed again. After this he met 
me some five or six times, and always 
said something about.that little trick. 
Sometimes I would make out like I did 
not know what he meant, but finally I got 
a side of leather and carried to his shop. 
After I carried the first piece I just gct 
started to taking things, and simply could 
not stop. From leather I got to taking 
nails, and finally a stove. 

“If it had not have been for Huddle- 
ston I never would have got started at 
this business, for this is the first trouble 
I was ever in. I never carried any goods 
to any one but him and the fellow Gibbs. 
I begun to- take the stuff a little while 
before Christmas and never stopped till I 
was caught today. I want to tell the 
whole truth of the Lusiness and when 
Mr. King comes down here I will tell him 
where I carried everything I took,’’ 

The officers who worked up this case, 
—Lansford, Hewell, Key and Wells, with 
Sergeant White—all deserve much credit 
for the manner in which they have found 
the stclen articles and the hiding thieves 
and accomplices. The negroes are in jail 
awaiting trial.

{THE PASSING THRONG. 


“The asault and battery committed -by 
the Atlanta health board on the union 
depot reminds me of a similar incident 
which occurred in Memphis some years 
ago,”” said a gentleman at the -Kimball 
yesterday. 

“At that time the depots in "Memphis 
were widely separated and the “Memphis 
‘and Charleston railroad had a track on 
Poplar street, I think, which connected 
with some oth: > railroad on the opposite 
side of the city. I don’t remember just 
how the Memphis and Charleston road 
got possession of the street, nor under 
what terms, but it had its track there 
and the switching of cars up and down 
the street got to be quite a nuisance. 

“Pressed by ~rublic opinion, the city 
authorities investigated and decided that 
the railroad had no right on the street. 
Accordingly the railway officials were or- 
dered to remove the tracks. They re- 
fused, and then began a heated contro- 
versy between the citv and railroad offi- 
cials. The controversy dragged along for 
some weeks and finally the city authori- 
ties decided on heroic measures. 

“Securing two or three hundred ne- 
groes, they began tearing up the tracks 
about 4 o’clock one morning, and ripped 
up @ lot of it before the railroad people 
knew what was going on. As soon as the 
Memphis and Charleston people were ap- 
prised of what was going on they rushed 
to the courts and got an injunction, which 
stonned the ripping process. I don’t re- 
member just how the controv ersy termi- 
na’ 1, but I am inclined: to think that 


- the end the city got what it contended 
or. 


“This franchise fight in Atlanta has 
been productive of some queer argu- 
ments,’’ said a gentleman at the Ara- 
gon. 

“It is admitted that the city shas al- 
ready given away franchises which are 
worth millions now and which will stead- 
ily inerease’ in value with the growth of 
the city. Just. when the people. are 
aroused to the fact that they have been 
too prodigal in the matter of granting 
franchises and have secured nothing for 
themselves. another demand is made for 
the use of the streets. But when the 
city talks of imposing conditions upon 
the proposed grants a great howl goes 
up to the effect that one company has 
already been granted rights without lim- 
itations and that it would be unjust to 
impose conditions on the new franchise 
applicants. s 

“Now that’s a funny argument when 
you come to analyze it. It is as much 
as to say that because Atlanta has been 
blind to her interests once. she must for- 


‘ever be blind to them.. These franchise 


seekers seem to think that, because the 
people were foolish enough to give on@ 
company rights on the streets for noth- 
ing, the same policy must be pursued for 
all time. Such reasoning as that would 
make reform of anv kind impossible Ap- 
plied to private affairs it would prevent 
the man who had been a syendthrift 
from trying to save the remnants of his 
fortune. It is as much *« to say that 
having started wror*. one is estopped 
from ever trying to do the right thing. 

‘“‘My notion is, however, that the people 
are alive to the prodigality with which 
franchises have been granted in the past 
and that they don’t intend to give away 
anything in the future without getting 
something for it. They realize that they 
have acted in Prodigal son sort of a wav, 
but they intend to reform in spite of the 
cry that thev must continue to waste 
their substance.”’ 


“T had a queer experience recently,’’ 
said a traveline man yesterday. ‘I was 
coming up from Macon on the Central 
railroad and dropped off to sleep. I slept 
pretty well for some time, but was 
awakened just below Milner. As I roused 
up I glanced out of the window and saw 
a number of tall white objects looking. 
for all the world, like the traditional

sheeted ghosts. Those white objects 
gave me a start, I can tell you, and all 
sorts of uncanny thrills passed through 
me. 

“The conductor camé along and, in re- 
ply to a query from mé, said the white 
objects were monuments in a graveyard. 
Then the railroad ‘man began to tell 
xhost stories. I am not superstitious, 
but my nerves were in a queer state and 
my mind kept running on those ghostly 
looking monuments and the railroad 
man’s spook stories till I was almost 
beside myself when I got to Atlanta. I 
was actually afraid to go to my room. 
I haven't gotten over the uncanny sensa- 
tion yet, and whenever I close my eyes 
I seem to see those tall white objects 
leaning forward as if they were going 
to lay hands on me. 

“I suppose the fact that I was just out 
of a sound sleep when I passed the grave- 
yard is responsible for. the effect produced 
on me, but whatever the cause, I know 
that I have been seeing ghosts ever 


since, half somnolent, I saw those marble 


monuments glistening in. the mellow 


moonlight.”’

‘The proposition in Montana to license 
gambling will make matters much 
worse,’’ said a traveler yesterday. “I 
was in New Orleans during the radical 
davs of reconstruction, so-called, when 
the legislature of that state licensed the 
evil. It was claimed by the advocates 
of license that jt would be the means of 
closing the swindling games, and that 
where everything was public there could 
be no chance for swindling, also, that 
business men and boys, fearing to be seen 
in public gaming houseg, the evil would de- 
crease.

Only a professional gambler can detect 
a swindling game, and very few of them 
can do that. These swindling tables were 
placed in corners or in the third stories, 
where those who did not want to be seen 
by the crowd usually went. There the 
swindling was done. The gamblers formed 
a trust. and conducted all games in a 
three-story building,’ ‘under one license, 
The house was open day and night, with 
a brass band accompaniment to draw 
customers. This brought boys, clerks 
and that element which it was claimed 
would be kept away by the publicity of 
the games. Gambling was increased by 
the publicity given to it, and, finally, 
the illegal law was repealed.’’ 


DISCHARGED FOR 
BRING UNION MAN 


Leather Workers at Buford, Ga., Walk 
Out in Numbers. 


LABOR PEOPLE ARE AROUSED 


Over 200 of the Employees of the 
Factory on a Strike. 


CHARTER WAS RECENTLY APPLIED FOR 


Organizer Jones Will Visit Buford 
and Endeavor To Settle the 
Differencs. 


Two hundred leather workers of Bu- 
ford are idle as the result of trouble 
arising from the formation of a Leather 
Workers’ Union at that place about a 
week ago. The men have all been em- 
ployed at the big harness establishment 
of Bona Allen and the trouble is said to 
have been caused by the discharge of one 
of the union men. 

When the union was organized a char- 
ter was applied for, and this only arrived 
Thursday. Fifty or sixty of the employ- 
ees were enrolled as members. The trou- 
ble began when one of the workmen was 
dismissed by the foreman of the concern 
on Wednesday. This man requested the 
foreman, it is said, to write on his time 
ticket the cause of the discharge. 

The foreman demurred, but when an- 
other demand was made by the workman 
he finally consented. It is stated that he 
wrote on the ticket that the man was 
discharged for being a member of a labor 
union. 

This did not end the trouble, but when 
the other union men reported for duty 
Thursday morning, it is stated that they 
found themselves locked out and they 
were Mot permitted to work. The re- 
mainder of the employees then walked 
out, it is said, in sympathy with the un- 
jon men and a number of them joined 
the union. 

Jerome Jones, state labor organizer, will 
visit Buford this afternoon and endeavor 
to effect a settlement of the trouble. He 
stated last night that the foreman had 
violated ./e United States law in dis- 


cuarging a man for belonging to a labor 
union.

Attorney Ulysses Lewis yesterday filed 
suit for John T. Trammell, Mrs. Hattie 
Turner and Mrs. Mattie Neill to recover 
a large estate, valued in the neighbor- 
hood of $150,000.

Though the Georgia soldiers’ home may 
be filled in part without taking in any of 
the old veterans who have drawn their 
pensions this year, there are many 
among the latter who are now in distress, 
and who would enter the home as soon as 
it opens if they could do so under the law. 

Such a case—and a pathetic one, too— 
came to the attention yesterday of Cap- 
tain ‘“‘Tip’’ Harrison, in the comptroler 
general's offiee. James Murphy, ofwMonti- 
cello, was color bearer in the old Fourth 
Georgia regiment. He bears the marks 
of eight distinct wounds on his body, end 
was many times commended for his brav- 
ery on the field of battle. He was known 
as one of the bravest men in Stonewall 


Jackson’s corps. 

Murphy was in the city yesterday, hav- 
ing come all the way from Monticells to 
find out whether he could gain admission 
home, onlv to have to re- 
turn disappointed because he is one of 
those who have drawn pensions from the 
state this year. Mr. Murphy draws $100 a 
vear from the state for tot9] disabilitv. 
His needs caused him to spend the greater 
part of that amount before it was paid by 
the state. 2nd now he is penniless. The 
old man seemed greativ disappointed 
when he learned that he could not be 
taken into the home this yar. 

“Well,” he said in a voice quivering 
with emotion, “I have left me the only 
right of an American citizen—to die.” 

Captain Harrison was greatly touched 
by the situation, though this is not the 
first case of a similar kind he has seen. 

“T will gladly be one of twenty men,” 
he said, ‘“‘to make up the $1 ard pay the 
amount back to the state in order that 
Mr. Murphy mav be sent to the home. 
He should certainly be taken care of 
there, and I hope some way may be are 
ranged by which he can enter.”
